LOUISIANA MAY RAISE ANTE, TIGHTEN POKER RULES 





Fear of video poker game proliferation in pseudo-truck 
stops and other locations, combined with a desire for funds to 
finance the governor’s proposed crime package, has led the 
Louisiana Legislature to consider numerous bills designed to 
redefine video poker locations and deliver more funds to the 
state coffers..The proven state money-maker cannot be 
repealed as some legislators proposed, but higher franchise 
fees and tighter rules for truck stops in particular could be the 
outcome if House Bill 419 is adopted. 

Rep. Raymond Lalonde (D) sponsored the bill, which would 
limit truck stops to 50 machines. Such a limit was in place via 
the video poker rules and regulations formulated by the regu- 
lating body, the Louisiana State Police. Challenges to the rules 
earlier this year resulted in the courts’ determining that the 
State Police did not have the authority to formulate the rules. 
(See the June issue of Play Meter.) Since the video poker law of 
1991 was ambiguous, the rules became unenforceable. 
Additional legislation is needed to put the bite back into the 
rules and regulations. Under the proposed bill, truck stops 
seeking a new license or renewal would have to meet strict 
requirements, including being in business for at least two years 
and selling a minimum of 100,000 gallons of fuel a month (45 per- 
cent of it diesel). 

On a more far-reaching note, the “franchise fee” of 22.5 per- 
cent to the state could be raised to 26 percent for small opera- 
tors with one to three machines and 27.5 percent for operators 
with over three devices. According to Charles Pasqua, execu- 
tive director of the Louisiana Amusement and Music Operators 
Association, “If the Legislature increases the franchise fee to a 
figure in excess of 25 percent, it would be outrageous. They're 
being greedy. Such a fee doesn’t give our members enough time 
to pay their debt service.” It is questionable whether taxes will 
need to be raised since none of the costly crime bills were pass- 
ing in the June special session, still underway at press time.

It's not your dad's Oldsmobile 


eople who have been in the coin machine 
business at least 10 or 15 years often 
compare the growing FEC phenomenon 
to the video boom of the early ‘80s. 

There are some striking similarities: 
interest from people outside of the indus- 
try and an explosion of locations opening 
up. In the early ‘80s, coinciding with the 
proliferation of video games, arcades 
began to pop up everywhere. Video 
games blanketed cities; hardly a donut 
Shop or gas station was immune. 
Professional operators bypassed many 
of these locations, knowing that there 
would not be a fair re- 
turn on investment. New- 
comers were so anxious 
to sit back and rake in 
the bucks that they didn't 
bother with unnecessary 
details like return on 
investment. 

I vividly recall a con- 
versation I had with a 
disillusioned newcomer. 
When the video boom 
reached its peak, our 
subscription list bulged 
with new subscribers. As 
the bust began, we notic- 
ed subscribers falling by 
the wayside. I decided to 
call some of them and 
talk about their experi- 
ences. The most memo- 
rable was a lawyer who 
candidly admitted that he had gotten 
into the business for the promised big 


Editor money. However, he added that he 
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hadn't had any idea it was going to be so 
much work! 

This gentleman echoed the sentiments 
of many who called it a day on their oper- 
ating ventures. Visions of dollar signs 
dancing in their heads were soon 
replaced with stark reality when the 
extent of the dedication required was 
realized. Many lost everything they 
owned. It was a rude awakening. 

It’s 10 years later and we’re seeing 
another influx of new blood into the coin- 
op entertainment business. As one of our 
distributors noted in his comments in 
this issue, each generation seems to 
crave more physical stimulation and 
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depends less on mental stimulation. 
Counting the minutes until “The Sha- 
dow’ started on the radio and then grip- 
ping the edge of your seat in anticipation 
of what would happen seems awfully 
tame compared to what we expect from 
our entertainment today. 

We don't depend on our imaginations. 
Perhaps that’s why FECs are so com- 
pelling to families; we aren’t entertaining 
ourselves, we're being entertained. The 
physical stimulation is becoming so 
sophisticated that we don’t need to imag- 
ine we're traveling into outer space; 
there’s a head gear and visual images to 
imagine it for us. 

FECs are popular because families are 
in a crisis. As children are shuffled 
between their divorced mothers and 
fathers, it’s important to have memorable 
times together. Parents have more 
money to spend but less time to do it. It’s 
been said before, but to plan a three- or 
four-hour trip to Disneyland or Astro 
World is out of the question. But three or 
four hours in a well-run, well-organized 
FEC can be a rewarding experience. 

The key here are the words well run. 
It’s easy to open a fresh new place and 
watch customers flock there. What’s hard 
is keeping it fresh. I was always im- 
pressed with the Show Biz restaurants 
and could easily understand their suc- 
cess when others tried and failed. They 
didn’t ever stop improving. From the 
salad bar and pizza to the games and 
decor, it was always fresh. In comparison, 
I recall an imitator who didn’t last long. 
The place was great—at first. But then 
the lettuce wasn’t quite so crisp, the 
pizza toppings were skimpy, and games 
sported out-of-order signs more than 
they worked. 

Opening an FEC is not a one-time 
expense, especially with games. There 
must be funds budgeted for updating. 
This is an area that can be best served by 
using a reputable operator. 

FECs are a tremendous investment 
and it will be sad to see many of them fall 
by the wayside, but it’s inevitable. 
Competition will be fierce and plentiful. 
Only those who are willing to do the work 
will survive. (|

Four Taiwanese sentenced in PCB counterfeiting 


Four Taiwanese have 
been found guilty of 
manufacturing counter- 
feit PC boards and were 
sentenced on April 23 to 
nine months in jail. 
Charges were filed by 
the Osaka-based Cap- 
com Co. 

According to Capcom, 
Liu Chien Liang, presi- 
dent of Soon Hwa; Yuan 
Fong Chang, president of 
Fun Tech; Tony Liu, pres- 
ident of Max Focus; and 
Chang of Lun Lai were 
accused of making coun- 
terfeit PC boards of 
Street Fighter II and 
Knights of the Round. 

Taiwan is well-known 
as a production base for 
counterfeit PC boards of 
coin-op video games, 
according to the Japan- 
ese Game Machine Mag- 
azine. 

The charges stemmed 
from a string of raids of 
companies by Taiwan 
authorities in 1992. Some 
1,500 counterfeit PC 
boards were seized in 
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the raids from four of the 
companies. 

The four defendants 
were found guilty of vio- 
lating the Public Trade 


Law. According to the 
court, even though com- 
panies from non-recog- 
nized countries, such as 
Capcom, cannot sue for 


copyright infringement 
directly, that does not 
mean that Taiwan com- 
panies are free to copy 
their products. 


Brandt sold to internal group 


The Bensalem, Pa.- 
based Brandt Inc. was 
purchased in May for an 
undisclosed amount by a 
group of some 40 mem- 
bers of the company’s 
management, indepen- 
dent district managers, 
and suppliers. 

The sellers were Nel- 
son Peltz and Peter W. 
May, who have had 
direct or indirect owner- 


ship of Brandt since Jan- 
uary 1984. The company 
posted sales of $62 mil- 
lion in 1983. 

Brandt emerged last 
October from a 10- 
month Chapter 11 pro- 
ceeding brought about 
by a patent infringement 
suit lost to a competitor. 

Brandt, now in its 
104th year of continuous 
operation, is an industry 


leader in design, manu- 
facturer, and support of 
coin and currency han- 
dling equipment and 
cash processing systems 
for gaming and other 
industries. 

Brandt has a manufac- 
turing facility in Water- 
town, Wis., and an inter- 
national sales office near 
London.

NIGA supports Monteau to 


Chair NIGC 


The National Indian 
Gaming Association 
(NIGA) is applauding 
President Clinton’s nom- 
ination of Harold Mon- 
teau to chair the Na- 
tional Indian Gaming 
Commission. The NIGC 
oversees the Indian 
gaming industry. 

Monteau’s nomination 
is awaiting Senate con- 
firmation. 

Monteau is a partner 
in a Montana law firm 
and specializes in feder- 
al laws affecting Indian 
tribes. He served for the 
past three years on a 
special task force on 
Indian affairs headed up 
by the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

“This is a victory for all 
of Indian country,” said 
NIGA chairman Rick 
Hill. “The president’s 
choice shows respect for 
Indian people and our 
knowledge and profes- 
sionalism in managing 
the Indian gaming indus- 


try.” 

The president also 
appointed Lacy Thorn- 
burg, a former North 
Carolina attorney gener- 
al, to serve as an associ- 
ate member on the com- 
mission. Thornburg serv- 
ed for five years in the 
North Carolina House of 
Representatives and was 
a state superior court 
judge for 16 years. 

“The experience these 
two individuals bring will 
be invaluable as at- 
tempts to amend the 
Indian Gaming Regula- 
tory Act come to a head,” 
Hill said. 

The NIGC helps moni- 
tor and regulate the trib- 
al gaming industry. It 
was established by Con- 
gress in the 1988 Indian 
Gaming Regulatory Act. 
The NIGA, established in 
1985, is a non-profit or- 
ganization of more than 
90 tribes engaged in trib- 
al gaming enterprises. 


Washington tribe to open casino 
despite governor's threat 


Despite threats by 
Washington Governor 
Mike Lowry to ask feder- 
al authorities to inter- 
vene, officials with the 
Colville Confederated 
Tribes said they are 
moving ahead with plans 
to open a casino in Man- 
son, Washington. 

Governor Lowry has 
said if the Colville open 
their casino without a 
compact, it will violate 
federal law and he’ll ask 
the U.S. Attorney to take 
action to close it down. 

“Gaming is providing 
Indian people with their 
first real chance at self- 
sufficiency,” said Colville 
chairman Eddie Palman- 
teer. “The governor of 
this state is not interest- 
ed in helping Indian peo- 
ple, he’s only concerned 
about protecting the 
state's gaming interests.” 

The Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act (IGRA) 
requires states that offer 
gaming, such as Wash- 
ington, to negotiate com- 
pacts with tribes to oper- 
ate similar games on tri- 
bal-owned land. At issue 
is a 1993 Eastern District 
court ruling that says the

You can't beat 
experience and teamwork 


rt Warner, president and founder 
of Coin Concepts, began his in- 
dustry career in 1967 working for 
a New Jersey distributor selling 
amusement games, jukeboxes, 
and vending machines. 

Five years later he started mak- 
ing rounds on the Jersey Shore 
calling on operators who were 
traditionally being serviced by 
Pennsylvania distributors. Art 
quickly dubbed the area “the 
birthplace of redemption” and 
started developing some strong 
relationships. 





Looking back to those early 
years of his redemption educa- 
tion, Art says contacts he made 
on the Jersey Shore taught him 
the basics that would play a 
major role in his future. He 
learned things like game place- 
ment, win frequency, hit frequen- 
cy, percentaging, ticket values, 
token values, etc. In 1972, when 
video games were beginning their 
advance into the amusement 
business, learning all there was to 
know about redemption wasn't a 
priority to many. 

But Art was fascinated. He was 
astounded at the psychology and 
the philosophy of redemption. For 
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example, the games were being 
played by toddlers, parents, teen- 
agers, even grandparents. All he 
learned about this obscure part of 
coin-op would be filed away for 
future reference. 

In 1981, when the video game 
market began to fade, he gave his 
first seminar on the operation of 
cranes. How receptive were oper- 
ators? “Let’s just say that at the 
first seminar there were nine 
operators,” said Art. “The follow- 
ing year at the seminar it was 
standing room only.” 

Of course, redemption in the 
early ‘80s consisted mainly of 
mechanical cranes, rotaries, and 
roll downs. While Art dusted off 
his knowledge of redemption and 
related it to operators, many still 
thought of it as a fad and were 
reluctant to commit. “The market 
has certainly changed,” Art ob- 
served. 

In 1988, Art took a chance that 
many would like to take but few 
do; he started his own company, 
Coin Concepts. He saw a tremen- 
dous market niche with very little 
competition. Again, the philoso- 
phy he learned on the boardwalk 
came into play with the compa- 
ny’s first game, Rebound. Art 
explained: “I know there is a little 
bit of gambling blood in all of us. 
Rebound was a game built on that 
probability. The player inserted a 
coin on the top of the game and it 
traveled down onto a horizontal 
playfield filled with different tar- 
gets and values. Players loved it 
and we sold it for over three 
years.” 

Encouraged by the tremendous 
success of Rebound, Coin Con- 
cepts found success in the kiddie 
market with Froggy Jr. and Ol’ 
McDonald. The company is also 
proud of other successes like 
Dealer, Dreamboat, Flamingo, 
and Gold Rush.

Art has another philosophy he 
uses to explain the popularity of 
redemption: “It’s basic human 
nature for people to want to feel 
good about themselves and feel 
like winners. When players walk 
away with a handful of tickets, 
they feel like winners. It’s that 
psychology that we build into our 
games.” 

The psychology is seen in Coin 
Concepts’ latest game, Home Run 
Hitter. It is a universally appeal- 
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Sales associate Stacey Martin. 


ing game that makes players of 
all ages feel good because every- 
one likes sports, tickets, and a 
challenge. And, yes, people feel 
good about playing the game, too. 
“Those from my generation,” 
began Art, “can remember the 
old baseball games where players 
ran around the bases when they 
got a hit. So Home Run Hitter 
takes us back to our youth. At the 
same time, the game is some- 
thing novel for kids—many play 
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little league so they can relate to 
it. It’s a great game for parents 
and kids to play together. 
Another thing: girls love it! There 
hasn't been a game like Home 
Run Hitter for 20 years.” 

Art’s son Gary joined Coin 
Concepts three years ago and 
shares his father’s enthusiasm 
and insight into what makes the 
industry tick. “Some companies 
today are slapping ticket dis- 
pensers on just any game and

calling it redemption. It’s similar 
to when video games were popu- 
lar; companies figured that as 
long as a game had a video 
screen it would sell. We saw that 
theory go up in smoke,” noted 
Gary. 

Both Art and Gary admit that 
the redemption market is grow- 
ing. One reason, they say, is the 
explosion of family entertainment 
centers mushrooming all over the 
country. Art said of this emerging 
market: “The arcades of the ‘80s 
were focused on young people 
who hung out and played the lat- 
est video games. The family 
entertainment centers of the ‘90s 
are focusing on families. There 
are many more youngsters today 
and families are seeking activi- 
ties to share. Parents and grand- 
parents want to make their little 
ones happy and family entertain- 
ment centers are a place they can 
take them for maximum fun and 
enjoyment. Making kids happy 
makes very happy parents.” 

Will the family entertainment 
center phenomenon continue? 
Art answered, “There has been 
tremendous growth in the past 
year. It hasn’t peaked yet. It 
should continue to expand well 
into next year. However, things 
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eventually will begin to change.” 

Art sees a future in redemption 
for street operators, too. He 
explained, “While arcade opera- 
tors may be able to add redemp- 
tion much easier, street opera- 
tors don’t have to be left out if 
they are willing to do it properly. 
A common misconception is that 
you can't operate redemption if 
you don't have younger cus- 
tomers. I counter with a sugges- 
tion to add the games and then 
they'll get the younger customers. 
A common mistake is not know- 
ing the customer base and poten- 
tial customer base.” 

Gary concedes that any compa- 
ny is only as good as its next 
game. While the company is 
ecstatic about Home Run Hitter, 
the next game is already in the 
works, scheduled for a fall 
release. No amount of coercing 
would force a clue from Gary’s 
lips, but he did say it’s going to be 
a must-have game. He did, how- 
ever, take the opportunity to talk 
about the teamwork Coin Con- 
cepts depends on for its success. 
“Everything we do is through 
teamwork,’ he offered. “We have 
brainstorming sessions, where 
every department’s input is val- 
ued and incorporated into the fin- 
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ished product. When we put a 
game out on test, we listen very 
carefully to any suggestions. Op- 
erators submitted some great 
ideas that we incorporated into 
Home Run Hitter.” 

Key employees at Coin Con- 
cepts include Jeff Lankiewicz, 
vice president of operations, who 
has been with the company five 
years; Bob Schneider, service 
manager, who has also been with 
them five years; Stacey Martin, a 
valued sales representative, who 
has been with the company three 
years; Dan Zych, the parts and 
shipping manager, with CCI for 
five years; and John Kara, pro- 
duction supervisor, with five 
years at the company. 

Art summed up by saying: “No 
matter where we travel, we take 
the time to visit arcades and talk 
to operators to find out what they 
want. As long as we continue to 
stay in touch, we'll continue to 
make exceptional games. We 
value our distributor network and 
know they play a vital role in the 
industry and our company. Our 
philosophy will continue to be: 
the customer, the customer, the 
customer. Always do right by 
them and they’ll ensure your own 
success.” L] 
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COMPANY PROFILE 


ICE: a product of 
vision and dreams 





ike many great ideas get started, 
the Buffalo, N.Y.-based Innova- 
tive Concepts in Entertainment 
Inc. (ICE) came into existence in 
1981 on a vision and a whim. 

With absolutely no experience 
in the coin-op industry, Ralph 
Coppola and Jack Willert dream- 
ed of designing and building a 
game fashioned after tabletop 
hockey games that were popular 
in the 1960s and 1970s. 

So with the help of designer 
John Callahan, the three saw 
their vision evolve into a reality 
they called Chexx. It proved to be 
the first in a long line of success- 
ful games developed, manufac- 
tured, and marketed by ICE. 
After 13 years of production, 
more than 15,000 Chexx and 
Super Chexx games have been 
sold in 25 countries around the 
world. 

“It was a dream.” said Coppola, 
who is president of ICE. “But per- 
haps a whim better describes it. I 
think our naivete prevailed over 
reason.” 

In the video dominated coin-op 
market of the early 1980s, Chexx’s 
electromechanical design took 
many in the business by surprise. 
Before a large group of skeptical 
manufacturers, distributors, and 
operators, Chexx was unveiled at 
AMOA ‘82 in Chicago. But 
Chexx’s popularity soon turned 
the skeptics into believers; in 1983 
Chexx was awarded “Novelty 
Game of the Year.” 

“Chexx was revolutionary,” 
Coppola said. “People forget it 
now, but in 1982 there was noth- 
ing but video. We were going to 
what were considered video 
game shows with this crazy look- 
ing game with a dome on it that 
operated primarily mechanical- 
ly.” 

Since that time Super Chexx 
has developed a cult-like follow-

ing in many circles around the 
world. Its designers say the game 
has established itself as a “sport,” 
much like air hockey or pool. 
Another success for ICE has been 
Super Kixx, an arcade style soc- 
cer game. It is affectionately 
called the “soccer-version” of 
Super Chexx. 

As popular as Chexx and Super 
Chexx have been, Coppola claims 
that Full Court Frenzy and now 
Full Court Frenzy II could very 
well be ICE’s highest-earning 
game. The game offers players a 
choice of three games and 10 dif- 
ferent shot locations from all over 
the court. The rotating basket 
adds even more of a challenge to 
the playing experience. 

The updated version, Full Court 
IT, offers the same play value as 
the original but is easier to as- 
semble, requires less space and 
height, has a metal mesh cage, 
and is about 20 percent lower in 
cost. 

“This game has outearned any 
we ve ever made,” Coppola said. 
“Some locations have reported up 
to $1,000 a week in earnings.” 

Full Court Frenzy, Coppola said, 
breathed new life into the basket- 
ball game business. Before the 
production of Full Court Frenzy, 
Coppola said he was told that the 
basketball game business was 
dead. 
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However, more than 2,200 Full 
Court Frenzy games were sold in 
just an 18-month period. “This 
was done in a so-called saturated 
market,’ Coppola exclaimed. “It’s 
outsold other basketball games 
anywhere from 10 to one and up.” 


“Putting Challenge has been a 
tremendous earner,” Coppola 
noted. “We've sold over 3,200 
pieces. For a game that retails for 
around $4,000 and is 11’ X 5’ those 
are pretty big numbers.” 

Although ICE has been known

ball fans, ICE introduced Half- 
Pint Frenzy. In addition to the 
appealing features like the mov- 
ing hoop found on the grown-up 
versions, Half-Pint Frenzy has 
unique sound and scoring sys- 
tems designed to appeal to 
youngsters. 

Another success story for ICE 
has been Putting Challenge, an 
innovative golf game that chal- 
lenges players with a moving sur- 
face. It has been described as a 
putting simulator designed for 
competitive play. In 1991 Putting 
Challenge was named “Sports 
Novelty Game of the Year.” 
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for its sports games, it is fast 
becoming known for its redemp- 
tion as well. Hungry Hungry Hip- 
pos, for example, was introduced 
in 1991. Licensed from the Milton 
Bradley Co., which sold more 
than 15 million of the games at 
the retail level, ICE turned the 
arcade version into a full-fledged 
must-have entertainment center 
game. 

“This was the number one kid’s 
interactive toy over the last 15 
years,” Coppola explained. “Most 
kids in the three to 10-year-old 
age group recognize the game.”

Testing is set to begin in a few 
weeks. Although Coppola would 
not divulge too many details, it’s 
obvious he is excited about the 
project. How excited? “From the 
quality to what it has to offer play- 
ers, it will be our best game ever,” 
he projected. ICE is planning to 
release the game this summer. 

Coppola is happy with ICE’s 
success with sports games. He 
explained that they are attractive 
from a manufacturing viewpoint 
because they seem to be able to 
bridge the gap between the 
arcade business and the street 
business. Still, ICE does not want 
to limit itself to only one type of 
game. 

“On the contrary, for example, 
we knew we weren't going to hit 
any street locations with a game 
like Hungry Hungry Hippos. It’s 
strictly an entertainment center 
game,” Coppola said. 

But street locations are impor- 
tant and ICE strives to hit “the 
street” with at least every other 
game. Coppola said a successful 
street game has to be good, reli- 
able, and long lasting. 

“A good theme or cosmetic 
appeal may get limited mileage 
in an arcade, but it gets you 
nowhere fast on the street,” he 
noted. “Super Chexx and Full 
Court Frenzy are two of the best 
street games in production.” 


Ask Coppola what sets ICE 
apart from the rest of the compe- 
tition and he'll say its the more 
than 13 years of experience in 
electromechanical design. This, 
he said, translates into more play 
value for the customer.

Distributors speak out on 
family entertainment centers 


amily entertainment centers are 
popping up all over. And every- 
where they show up, there’s a dis- 
tributor giving advice and encour- 
aging them to succeed. We asked 
a number of distributors to give us 
their candid comments on this 
growing phenomenon. The first 
two told us that they would be 
much more candid if we agreed 
not to use their names. OK with 
us, because they had some inter- 
esting insights.

About 90 percent of the people 
opening family entertainment 
centers and buying redemption 
equipment have not been in the 
amusement business before. In- 
variably, it’s a group or a limited 
partnership, who pool money to 
come up with this giant project. 
The FECs I see opening include 
miniature golf, the obligatory 
party room, and any number of 
other attractions—bumper boats, 
racing cars, soft play, batting 
cages, etc.

It scares me but I understand 
why they are becoming so popu- 
lar: the average family can’t 
afford to go to Disneyland every 
week. Families are looking for 
entertainment that is less costly 
than going to Disneyland but 
more thrilling than going to a 
bowling center. But I’m con- 
cerned about proliferation. When 
you talk about a place that takes 
up six acres of land and there’s 
four of them in the same area, 
they all can't make it. 

Why are FECs popping up now? 
Let’s not go back just five years 
but 40 years when people were 
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easily entertained by reading a 
book. Family entertainment cen- 
tered around the excitement of 
listening to the radio. It had no 
color or pictures, but it was the 
most exciting hang-on-to-your- 
seat activity families could do 
together. 

A few years later, we watched 
TV; then we needed color TV. 
Who was content to listen to the 
radio when there was TV with 
visual stimulation? Then some- 
how the thrill of TV wasn’t 
enough. With each generation the 
imagination means less and the 
physical experience is more 
attractive. 

There’s a unique trait in people 
who open FECs. Because they are 
not familiar with our industry, 
they come with different business 
perspectives. Because there are 
multiple partners, they seem to 
present their package in financial 
terms—necessary when putting 
together a prospectus for raising 
money. 

Let’s assume that you and I 
were trying to put together a 
package to open a park. We 
decide on an antique carousel, 
expensive but it will scream 
excitement. Write down $800,000. 
Next we'll need about 25 go-karts 
at $2,000 each, so write $50,000. 
We have to lay asphalt and hire a 
mechanic—add another $50,000. 

The batting cages, including 
cement, bats, nets, balls, and an 
attendant will add about $100,000 
to our list. Soft play will cost 
about $200,000. Now we get to the 
game room. That would be about 
100 games at an average of $3,000 
apiece, including some used 
pieces plus a technician. 

The costs are approved and 
we re ready to open. Two months 
later the man who sold us the 
carousel stops by and we tell him 
everything's great. The batting

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cage salesman is told that things 
couldn't be better. Same with the 
soft play and go-karts. Now here 
comes the distributor to inquire 
about the game room. The owner 
says he’s not too happy because 
revenues are down. When the dis- 
tributor tells him that it’s time to 
update equipment the owner 
panics. He hasn't budgeted for 
updating equipment. He explains 
that he can’t go back to the part- 
ners for more money. 

This is why many of the FECs 
opening now have some of the 
worst game rooms. It’s indicative 
of people who don’t know what 
they are doing. Now these people 
are frustrated and disgusted. 
They can’t understand how their 
game rooms can be obsolete. 
“What do you mean the guy down 
the street has a better game 
room?” he asks. He starts looking 
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for a solution since the game 
room is bringing in 20 percent of 
the park’s revenue. He is trying to 
find a way to avoid competing 
with the guy down the street, who 
is a professional in the arcade 
business. 

In effect, he wants to neglect 
the game room but he doesn’t 
want anyone to know he’s ne- 
glecting it. How do you fool a 12- 
year-old kid who knows that the 
arcade down the street has the 
latest games? 

The location owner finds a way 
with redemption. You can hide a 
multitude of shortcomings with 
redemption, just as you can hide 
more mistakes in a meatloaf than 
you can in a souffle. 

It’s the answer to his problem. 
He won't be competing with the 
guy down the street and he 
doesn’t have to spend more 
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money. 

However, the philosophy of op- 
erating redemption will soon be 
antiquated. That same 12-year- 
old snot nose kid who knew the 
video games were obsolete will 
soon start realizing that the 
redemption games haven’t been 
updated either. It’s OK to have a 
Wheel ‘Em In if players don’t 
know there’s a Super Wheel ‘Em 
In. Already we're seeing players 
asking for the new redemption 
pieces. 

There are probably 25 redemp- 
tion manufacturers. That’s a lot of 
games every year. It’s a lot differ- 
ent from the five redemption 
game manufacturers there were 
a few short years ago. 

The bottom line is that some of 
the poorest arcades are in family 
amusement centers. They don’t 
realize it’s an on-going expense. 
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Call Toll Free: 
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CALL NOW! 
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The only answer is to work with 
an operator. Many places are 
contracting with a professional 
for the food service. They are 
smart enough to know that they 
don’t know food. If they’d figure it 
out, they don’t know anything 
about games either. 

They may not know the indus- 
try now but they will after their 
location has been open for 30 
days.

Family entertainment centers 
are here and they're here to stay. 
Wherever you look there's an 
FEC being built. It reminds me of 
the early ‘80s, when everyone had 
to have an arcade. And like the 
mid-’80s when a great number of 
these arcades went out of busi- 
ness, I believe the late ‘90s will 
see many FEC casualties. 

Those that survive will be 
around for a long time, but the 
price will be costly for those that 
exit from the business. The cost of 
a typical FEC greatly exceeds the 
cost of an ‘80s arcade; some in 
excess of $2 million. To get a 
decent return on investment the 
FEC must be well organized, effi- 
ciently run, and be in the right 
location. 

Where are the problems? 
There are simply too many being 
built. The professionals (Nickels & 
Dimes, Edison Brothers, Namco, 
etc.) are building them and will 
be the most likely survivors. They 
know how to locate them, set 
them up, and stock them. Their 
weakness is in the food area, but 
they have taken steps to get over 
that hump. The Chuck E. Cheeses 
and Celebration Stations have 
been around long enough and 
have been successful enough in 
their operations to be among the 
winners in the FEC war. 

The independents currently in 
the FEC arena will continue to be 
successful, but they'll find it more 
difficult to expand because of the 
dollars needed for expansion. 
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Consequently, many of these 
independents will sell out to larg- 
er chains and no longer exist as 
individually run operations. It’s 
unfortunate because they are the 
ones who use the most imagina- 
tion. 

We're seeing a number of well- 
financed corporations entering 
the scene. Though well financed, I 
don’t believe they have the exper- 
tise to compete with the afore- 
mentioned groups. If they suc- 
ceed, I predict that it will be cost- 
ly to them and they will end up 
closing many of their locations 
along the way. I don't believe they 
will achieve the return on invest- 
ment that they expect. 

The last group entering the 
business are underfinanced busi- 
nesses and investor groups, who 
are convinced that the FEC is the 
road to making millions. They are 
not doing their planning proper- 
ly. Most end up short of funds, 
underestimate expenses, have 
the marginal locations, are poor 
selectors of games, and are gen- 
erally operating poorly-run and 
unorganized locations. Once 
again, the amateur will lose out 
and this time he can’t blame the 
blue suede shoes salesmen. They 
can only blame themselves for 
being greedy. 

I’ve been addressing the larger 
FECs. What about the smaller 
8,000-square-foot FEC (Discovery 
Zone, Leaps & Bounds, etc.)? 
Great idea. They'll be around for 
a long time, but with the same 
problems. Too many are being 
built, not only by the chains but 
also by their imitators. To further 
complicate their problems, be- 
cause of the smaller size, they’re 
all beginning to look the same. 

With too many being so similar, 
the kids will grow tired of them 
and will become bored. As a 
result, the smaller FECs will level 
off at a much lower number than 
those being built; the failures will 
be high. 
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As a distributor, it is disturbing 
to see the newcomers to this field 
bypassing us and going direct to 
the manufacturer for their pur- 
chases. These people have no 
expertise in selecting equipment 
and are purchasing a large num- 
ber of the wrong products, using 
price as their main guideline. As 
for service, these newcomers 
have no experience and are fail- 
ing badly at providing service to 
their centers. What they do pro- 
vide is extremely expensive and 
wasteful. 

Some manufacturers are turn- 
ing them away and directing 
them to distribution for the above 
reasons. Some manufacturers are 
too greedy to see beyond today 
and are adding to the problems of 
the FECs. On the bright side, look 
at all of the cheap, used equip- 
ment we can pick up for the next 
summer season! It’s too bad that 
these newcomers can't take a trip 
back to the early ‘80s to see the 
mess we had then.

Mondial welcomes the new 
business of the FECs; we do not 
see it as a fad. We look at this as a 
steady growth and encourage the 
more aggressive operators and 
entrepreneurs who get involved 
in the FEC business. FECs can be 
very profitable and a great addi- 
tion to your existing facility, but 
anyone considering getting into 
this business must do all of their 
research and planning well in 
advance of jumping in. 

Some of the things that we sug- 
gest before considering opening 
an FEC: 

e Decide what market you're 
going after (i.e. families, teens, 
sports bar crowds, etc.) It’s un- 
usual to be able to satisfy all these 
groups in one spot. 
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e Study the population of that 
market; make sure there is a 
strong group to pull from in that 
targeted market. This is why a 
demographic study is so impor- 
tant. 

e Again, understand the mar- 
ket you re targeting and select 
the redemption games accord- 
ingly. It’s obvious that you don’t 
want lots of games geared toward 
youngsters if you’re expecting 
adults. 

e Ticket payout is a very impor- 
tant aspect of a successful re- 
demption/FEC. Pay close atten- 
tion to the number of tickets 
youre giving away. You don’t 
want to be greedy, but you don’t 
want to give them away either. 
This is an important considera- 
tion; don’t overlook it. 

e Your merchandise counter 
(prize selection) is a major factor.

You must have a variety of small 
to large items. Have things your 
customers will want to win, even 
returning to collect more tickets. 

Depending on the market 
youre going after, especially fam- 
ilies, I’d like to share a few obser- 
vations: 

Because mom and dad are both 
working, the family unit has very 
little time during the week to go 
out and enjoy themselves. We 
have found in our business that 
we are taking in 70-80 percent of 
our revenue Friday, Saturday, 
and Sunday. Therefore, if you are 
dealing with families, make sure 
your FEC is able to accommodate 
a large number of people. 

For example, birthday parties 
have become big business. You 
must be prepared to seat a capac- 
ity crowd (up to 400). Parents will 
go to great lengths to please their

children and only have the week- 
end to do so. Along with a large 
seating capacity, it’s essential to 
have a good selection of coin- 
operated redemption games to 
entertain both the children and 
their parents. 

Another observation I’d like to 
share is the placement of bill 
Changers, which are a major 
function of your FEC, especially if 
you operate with tokens. You 
need one changer for every 20-25 
games. You have a short window 
of time to accept your customers’ 
money so be ready when the 
crowds hit on weekends. Make 
sure your changer accepts $10s 
and $20s (a Standard changer 
does this well). 

Mondial has done its home- 
work and will continue to do so. 
Anyone contemplating opening 
an FEC should do his homework

Redemption equipment brings 
families into a location; women 
like the simpler games. What our 
customers need to do is to get 
dad there; he’s the one with the 
money! Over the years, we've 
found that men are attracted to 
go-kart tracks where father and 
son can drive together. What's 
needed is a well-rounded situa- 
tion that keeps the family there 
longer. 

Redemption has been very 
good to many of my customers. It 
took a long time to convince 
them. Many were apprehensive 
initially, but once you convey the 
numbers generated, operators 
feel more at ease. Always remem- 
ber that daily maintenance is 
required to keep redemption 
games functioning. 

If the demographics in your 
area are conducive to introducing 
a family entertainment center, 
explore it. We've found that such 
a center can be a good income 
producing warehouse for an 
operating route.

We have been concentrating on 
selling redemption equipment for 
some time now. With the help of 
some excellent teachers (Skip 
Doyle and Joe Sladek) we began 
selling redemption equipment to 
FECs over seven years ago. 

By being involved in redemp- 
tion for this long as a distributor, 
we have learned not only the 
impact of the equipment earn- 
ings, but have also realized the 
new markets that this equipment 
has found. 

With the most recent “baby- 
boom” entering game player age, 
we have been able to successfully 
aid in the opening of FECs. This 
has transpired in the long run 
into four game player categories: 

Category 1: 2-10 years old— 
“young” redemption with familiar 
cartoon characters, voice associa- 
tion (i.e. Wacky Gator). This type 
of location is complemented with 
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soft play. 

Category 2: 8-17 years old— 
“skill” redemption games like 
Skee-Ball, roll downs, etc. This 
type of location is usually comple- 
mented with indoor amusement 
rides. 

Category 3: 16-21 years old— 
“sports” redemption like basket- 
ball games, etc. This type of loca- 
tion is usually complemented 
with a strong video and pinball 
line-up. A typical mall arcade 
with redemption. 

Category 4: 21-up—“adult” style 
redemption like Pop-A-Ball, coin 
pushers, etc. This location is com- 
plemented with a sports bar, pool 
tables, and food. 

We believe that these cate- 
gories are good barometers for 
grooming players as they become 
older and more skilled. The ulti- 
mate for the industry is that the 
players start young and remain 
players as they mature—with the 
emphasis being on fun and enter- 
tainment for the player on all lev- 
els. 

As a distributor, we have to 
know our position in the market- 
place and educate our customers 
so that they too can define their 
respective market segment. The 
key word here is education. 
Redemption is here to stay for all 
age groups. 

We can never say it often 
enough—it takes a lot of work to 
make these places successful: 
finding the proper location, set- 
ting the location, picking the 
appropriate mix of equipment, 
knowing how to percentage the 
equipment to pay back fairly, pur- 
chasing the right prizes at the 
right price, knowing what your 
ticket value is, knowing what 
your tokens are worth, where and 
when to advertise, and above all 
providing a comfortable location 
that provides fun and repeat busi- 
ness. 

We have been very busy and 
successful in the redemption

business for the last seven-plus overing 


years. We will always be in this 
market, but we do see a satura- 
tion point. It’s similar to a recent 
situation here in New England: 
there were lots of pool halls built 
and then there was a thinning out 
period—a survival of the fittest. 
We see the same in the FEC mar- 
ket, with about two more years of 
constant growth before this satu- 
ration occurs.

It doesn’t take long for them 
to start exclaiming to their chil- 
dren: ‘Let me win you some tick- 
ets!” 

Adventure Island is located in a 
rural area, about 40 miles north 
of Durham and 45 miles north of 
Raleigh. It’s right on I-85 and less 
than half a mile from the strong- 
est retail area in town. 

An afternoon of fun is reason- 
ably priced: $4 for a round of golf 
(discounts for groups), $2 for 
unlimited time in the soft play 
area, $2.50 for bumper boats and 
$1.50 for a child passenger. A 
snack bar features hot dogs, 
nachos, popcorn, ice cream by 
the scoop, and Hawaiian shaved 
ice. Picnic tables are available. 
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“There’s not a nicer center like 
it anywhere,” said Abbott.

Mike and Beth Kerwin dream- 
ed of opening a recreational facil- 
ity built around the concept of fun 
activities for the whole family. 
They just dreamed it before the 
notion became popular. 

The couple, who have degrees 
in recreation, met while working 
at the Sudden Valley Recreation 
Center near Bellingham in the 
early ‘70s. As Kerwin puts it, 
“Three children and two econom- 
ic downturns later we finally got 
our chance.” 

That “chance” required two 
years of preparation before the 
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opening day in September 1991. 
Coincidentally, the state of 
Washington had approved the 
operation of redemption games 
one month earlier and GAMES 
became one of the first locations 
to provide the equipment. 
Kerwin is a big supporter of 
redemption: “The popularity of 
redemption is so strong that its 
growth supports its expansion.”

The four large warehouse doors 
are open during the summer, cre- 
ating cross-ventilation that estab- 
lishes a pleasant temperature. 

All the activities are indoors. 
Said Kerwin, “Nowadays with the 
concern over too much solar 
exposure, people don’t mind 
being indoors as much.” Wash- 
ington state’s penchant for rain 
makes an indoor location prefer- 
able. 

The Kerwins have included two 
batting cages offering two speeds 
of fast-pitch baseball and slow- 
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level is perfect for large groups 
and allows us to maintain our 
lower level for the public.” 

Pizza is the home-grown vari- 
ety, made in the center. Kerwin 
believes in “quality and consisten- 
cy. If people have a good food 
experience they will come back 
again.” 

A sense of community is impor- 
tant to the Kerwins, who have 
opened their center for worthy 
fund-raisers, from the United 
Way and MADD to Big Brothers/ 
Big Sisters and other organiza- 
tions. 

The term “family” is not only a 
word to the Kerwin clan; it’s a

philosophy. The Kerwin children, 
two boys and a girl, work along- 
side their parents and have a pos- 
itive influence on the business. 

“Family is the purpose of our 
business,” affirms Kerwin, who 
generously shares his experi- 
ences. “We worked to gain the 
skills to get the project together. 
It’s our responsibility and our 
privilege to give back to the 
industry. What makes the indus- 
try strong is the caliber of the 
people in it. We have to be able to 
share information.” 

Kerwin admits to “a lifelong 
obsession to be in the field of 
entertainment.” He is happiest 
when he sees parents and chil- 
dren doing things together, 
explaining, “There’s a bond they 
take from our environment and 
bring back to their homes.” 


Joker's 
Portsmouth, N.H. 


Bill Latvis and James Grattello 
undertook nine months of re- 
search before deciding to enter 
the FEC business. Today they are 
poised to open a 27,000-square- 
foot facility with a full kitchen, 
mini-go-karts, train ride, ferris 
wheel, soft play area (1,800 square 
feet), and game room with 150 
games (65 percent redemption). 

Latvis expects to throw a lot of 
birthday parties and will provide 
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a package that includes the cake, 
soda, and food items from the 
ample kitchen. The regular menu 
will include hamburgers, pizza, 
appetizers, sandwiches, and sal- 
ads. The seating capacity is 300- 
400 people. 

All the activities are indoors, 
since as Latvis said, “In New 
Hampshire our summer season is 
the Fourth of July. The rest of the 
year can be very cold.” 

Latvis and his partner conduct- 
ed their own feasibility studies. “A 
lot of people can hire outside con- 
sultants but we felt we had to do 
our own research,” he explained. 


Dinosaur-Us 
Glendora, Calif. 


Can dinosaurs get a new lease 
on life at the family entertain- 
ment center level? Al Hassen Sr. 
and his son, Al Jr., have revived 
the once extinct creatures and 
built an entire FEC around them. 

Wedged in-between the popu- 
lar big-screen movie “Jurassic 
Park” and the recently premiered 
“Flintstones,” Dinosaur-Us in 
Glendora, Calif., suits both the 
time traveler and the parents of 
the ‘90s. 

The Hassens missed no oppor- 
tunity to capitalize on the prehis- 
toric theme. For starters, the 
walls of the center are generously 
covered with dinosaur murals; 
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Murals of prehistoric creatures adorn the walls in Dinosaur- 


the building is surrounded by 
pine trees. 

Included in the 17,000-square- 
foot center are the Hungry- 
Saurus, a food area with dino- 
saur-shaped pizza, fries, and 
chicken nuggets; the Disco- 
Saurus, a dance spot with a real 
disc jockey, helicopter lights, a 
fog machine, and schedules for 
pre-teens and teens; and the Gift- 
Saurus, where dinosaur T-shirts, 
caps, and trading cards can be 
found. Even the rest rooms bear 
the names He-Saurus and She- 
Saurus. 

In addition, there are over 100 
arcade and skill games divided by 
age level and type of game, 
Flintstone kiddie rides, party 
rooms, and a gourmet dessert 
and coffee bar with frozen yogurt 
and espresso on the menu. 

According to Hassen Sr., Dino- 
saur-Us is “the largest family 
entertainment center in the San 
Gabriel Valley. We are geared to 
all ages. Grandpas can come here 
and have as much fun as the little 
ones.” The center, which opened 
in April, is located 10 miles east of 
Pasadena. 

Birthday party celebrations and 
group parties are big at the facili- 
ty, where children under the age 
of 16 must be accompanied by an 
adult. No alcohol or smoking is 
allowed on the premises. 
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Since arcades can sometimes 
be noisy, Dinosaur-Us has a spe- 
cial quiet section set aside for 
parents. They can escape to the 
patio and dine on specilaity piz- 
zas and gourmet salad while the 
kids are busy playing games. 
When it comes to food, Hassen 
emphasizes the word gourmet. 

He believes in community ser- 
vice, which explains why the cen- 
ter was the host for a “Meet 
Commander Crime Stopper” day 
in mid-May. Crime Stoppers is a 
local good citizen awareness pro- 
gram. Sports celebrities have also 
appeared at the center, to the 
delight of children and their par- 
ents. 

A clear sign of success: after 
the first two weeks of operation, 
Hassen had to order another 
pizza oven. Dinosaur-Us issued 
over 300,000 redemption game 
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tickets in two-and-a-half week's 
time. 

More outlets of Dinosaur-Us 
could be on the horizon. Said 
Hassen: “We want to expand our 
existing facility and open new 
ones with more emphasis on out- 
door and indoor rides. We're test- 
ing our system and looking at 
new ideas.” 


Supertrack 
Houston, Texas 


While it is smaller than most 
locations that fit into the FEC 
mold, Supertrack’s 9,000-square- 
foot facility still offers several 
entertainment choices. Steve and 
Philip Vincent own the center 
and strive for universal appeal. 

A pizza party room is connect- 
ed to the main game room; it han- 
dles 10-15 parties a day. As Steve 
Vincent puts it, “The party pack- 
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age includes rides, game tokens, 
balloons, the whole bit.” 

Fifteen years ago the Vincents 
opened with go-karts and a small 
game room, later expanding the 
game area and adding both 
bumper cars and bumper boats. 
Vincent explained that 30 to 40 
percent of the machines are 
redemption games that account 
for half of the game room rev- 
enue. 

Supertrck is a popular spot for 
group parties, such as local 

baseball teams and soccer 
teams. It is located on the Gulf 
Freeway leading to Galveston.  ]

FAMILY FOCUS 


What puts the “fun” 
in family fun centers? 


hile there is no formal definition 
of the term “family entertainment 
center,’ a facility with multiple 
attractions has a good chance of 
making the grade in terms of 
appeal. 

Among the elements that draw 
interest are go-karts, bumper 
boats, bumper cars, batting cages, 
soft modular play systems, game 
rooms with plenty of redemption 
equipment, party rooms, good 
food, and miniature golf courses. 





Miniature golf has enjoyed a 
resurgence in the last few years 
and it’s no surprise. Three com- 
panies that design such attrac- 
tions tell us why. 

Putt-Putt Golf & Games 
Fayetteville, N.C. 

Joe Aboid, director of home 
office of Putt-Putt Golf & Games, 
cites several reasons why minia- 
ture golf is so popular: it’s partici- 
patory, competitive, non-intimi- 
dating, and fun you can afford. 

He explained, “There are peaks 
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and valleys in the number of 
inquiries about miniature golf. 
When there’s a need for localized 
recreation and people stay close 
to home, they like to play minia- 
ture golf. It can be played by peo- 
ple of all ages without regard to 
age, strength, or gender.” 

One of Aboid’s greatest thrills 
is to see grandparents and grand- 
children playing the game, in 
effect “bridging the generation 
gap.” 

But all is not rosy in the minia- 
ture golf game. He counseled, 
“The fact is that more miniature 
golf courses will close in 1994 
than open. This is not a get-rich- 
quick game. It’s played on the 
weekend.” 

According to Aboid, the aver- 
age person plays miniature golf 
one-and-a-half times a year. In a 
city with a population of 100,000 
citizens, one good quality course 
can expect 40,000 rounds of play 
per year. A second location won't 
double the number of plays. In 
the end the better units will last.” 

Another word of caution: some- 
one who looks at a facility and 
thinks it would be nice to have 
one must remember they are not 
inexpensive to build or operate. 

Putt-Putt was established in 
1954 with the primary focus being 
miniature golf. Game rooms were 
added on a full-time basis in 1977. 
These days, a redemption area is 
highly recommended. Putt-Putt 
boasts 167 mostly franchise loca- 
tions in the United States, Japan, 
Australia, and Canada. 

A tournament system fostered 
by the company has resulted in 
over $7 million in prize money 
being awarded since 1959. A TV 
series that began in 1960 has also 
increased awareness of Putt-Putt 
and all of miniature golf. 

Aboid sees a “potential for 
growth” and expects miniature 
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golf to be “a part of the landscap- 
ing of this world.”

Traverse City, Mich. 

Arne Lundmark, chairman of 
Adventure Golf Services, has 
been in the miniature golf busi- 
ness since 1975, both as an opera- 
tor and designer/builder. He 
identified the early ‘80s as the 
turning point in miniature golf. 
That's when when the newer- 
style courses with mountains and 
waterfalls first came into being. 
“It was a signal for a lot of devel- 
opers who got into the business; it 
quickened the pace of develop- 
ments,” he said. 

Adventure Golf Services can 
juggle 15 different projects in 
progress at a time, from indoor 
and outdoor applications to por- 
table units and deluxe courses. 
The company has designed and 
built courses all over the United

Lundmark explained that in 
Europe miniature golf is serious 
business: “It’s a sport over there, 
while we think of it as a game. 
Each European player carries a 
bag of balls with different bounce 
characteristics. Not only is the 
game different, but there are 
international competitions.” 

What does he see for the future 
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at home? “I think the future is 
tied in with family entertainment 
centers,’ he remarked. “The free- 
standing golf course is still popu- 
lar but many are being incorpo- 
rated into FECs. As the competi- 
tion from multiple activity cen- 
ters increases, free-standing facil- 
ities will have to decide how to 
keep pace with the competition.” 
Lundmark sees “a lot of interest 
and activity that won't stop for a 
while.” He predicted more inter- 
action and new ideas, such as 
“redemption golf,” a concept the 
company initiated at two indoor 
facilities in Virginia. Certain 
holes on the course award tick- 
ets. It works this way: balls travel 
through themed objects on cer- 
tain holes. Sensors identify the 
good shot, sound effects are emit- 
ted, and tickets are awarded. 
“The concept of FECs builds 
family togetherness, encourages 
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them to play together, and helps 
extend the time spent in the facil- 
ity,’ Lundmark noted. Miniature 
golf, which fits well into that pic- 
ture, is often an FEC anchor 
attraction. 

What’s the tab for a typical 
course? “Anywhere from $125,000 
to $250,000 for a nice 18-hole 
course that has some theming 
and waterfalls. You can spend as 
much as you want on lighting and 
landscaping.” 

What else does Lundmark see? 
“More and more people coming 
into the field. Sometimes they 
have not stood behind their prod- 
uct. We’re seeing not only fallout 
but a new string of people coming 
into the industry. They feel if they 
have one course they are experts. 
That’s not the way it works.” 

Lundmark mentioned the im- 
pact of the Americans with Disa- 
bilities Act, which has affected 
the design of miniature golf 
courses. “The miniature golf in- 
dustry feels that by providing a 
reasonable number of golf holes 
that are ADA-accessible we're 
doing our job,” he said. “Forcing 
100 percent accessibility is a 
hardship on the owner and it 
changes the nature of the game.” 
Cost of Wisconsin 
Germantown, Wis. 

“We create simulated natural 
environments,” explained Chris 
Foster, assistant director of sales 
and marketing for Cost of Wis- 
consin. The company designs and 
constructs miniature golf courses 
and offers assistance in the areas 
of operations, feasibility studies, 
and consulting for a turnkey 
operation. 

Cost of Wisconsin started man- 
ufacturing rock works and water 
features for zoological environ- 
ments, later branching out to the 
amusement industry in the form 
of water parks and family enter- 
tainment centers. 

Said Foster: “FECs have basical- 
ly been around just the last few 
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A portable miniature golf unit from Adventure Golf Services. 
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years. We've been building adven- 
ture golf courses, bumper boat 
pools and water park attractions 
for 15-20 years. FECs are a rela- 
tively new concept and definitely 
the wave of the future. There will 
be fewer and fewer stand-alone 
facilities with one attraction. 
More elements are being added 
to ensure there’s something for 
the entire family.” 

According to Foster, 50 percent 
of the company’s business in- 
volves miniature golf courses, 
FECs, and pre-fabricated Micro 
Golf systems. 
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Cost of Wisconsin custom de- 
signs courses, incorporating fea- 
tures that are suited to location's 
topography. Courses can range 
from $150,000 to well over $1 mil- 
lion. 

Foster points out that the com- 
pany is not only a designer and 
builder of courses but operates 
and owns two Settler's Mill 
themed courses in Oshkosh and 
Minocqua, Wis., which are high- 
lighted by wooden water wheels, 
rock formations, water features, 
and lush landscaping. (1 
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Go-karts and simi- 
lar attractions 
where patrons 
have control are 
seen as more 
dangerous by 
insurance com- 
panies.

Risky business: 
insurance for FECs 


hrough the eyes of people in the 
insurance industry, the world is 
often seen as a jungle, full of end- 
less risk, personal injury, and the 
constant possibility of lawsuits. 

Anyone who owns or operates a 
family entertainment center in 
the United States is aware of the 
potential hazards and the esca- 
lating costs of protecting their 
investment. While liability insur- 
ance is not cheap, it’s an expense 
few operators can afford to be 
without. 

“In this litigious society, every 
damn lawyer in the country is out 
there trying to sue someone,” 
said Bob Rippey, who owns Jun- 
gle Rapids family entertainment 
center in Wilmington, N.C. “Some 
kid stumps his toe and you'll hear 
from his attorneys.” 


Jungle Rapids opened as a 
water park in 1976. At that time 
Rippey’s liability insurance cover- 
age cost between $1,000 and 
$2,000 annually. Since then Jun- 
gle Rapids has added four water 
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slide flumes, a go-kart track, 
bumper boats, jungle golf, and an 
arcade to the 10-acre facility. 
Those expansions were met with 
the expected hikes in liability 
insurance premiums. 

This year Rippey expects to 
shell out between $20,000 and 
$30,000 on his liability policy 
alone. 

“We've had a few calls from 
lawyers,’ Rippey said. “But so far 
we haven't had to pay any 
claims.” 

Agents and underwriters in the 
insurance business see a glaring 
potential for risks and claims in 
the amusement industry. And 
with the growing popularity of 
family entertainment centers and 
the increased sophistication of 
rides, insurance has become a big 
headache for many operators. 

“Anything you do, there’s going 
to be some sort of risk involved,” 
said Kim Krueger, customer ser- 
vice representative with the 
Beckman Insurance Agency. 
“There is nothing that is going to 
be totally accident-free and 
claim-free.” 


While still a relatively new 
trend in the amusement industry, 
the business of family entertain- 
ment centers is growing by leaps 
and bounds. The Beckman Insur- 
ance Agency, based in Wisconsin, 
now provides liability insurance 
for nearly 500 family fun centers 
across the country. 

“It’s all a concern. Anything 
anybody does is a risk,” Krueger 
said. “As long as somebody has 
business, there is a potential for a 
claim.” 

A typical family fun center is a 
large facility that provides enter- 
tainment for the whole family. It 
usually has several of the follow- 
ing: miniature golf, bumper cars, 
bumper boats, a game room, bat- 
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ting cages, go-karts, possibly a 
mini-roller coaster, and a soft 
play area for the younger kids. 

But the insurance community 
typically doesn't see the centers 
from a fun and games point of 
view. 

Dean Smith, vice president of 
Allied Specialty Insurance Inc., 
said “incidents” and subsequent 
lawsuits are not seen aS a possi- 
bility, but as a reality of the indus- 
try. 

“There are incidents that occur 
that are common nature to this 
type of business,” Smith said. 
“And they’re quite frequent if you 
handle any volume of people.” 
Smith said, however, that these 
types of “unavoidable” accidents 
were usually not serious. 

Smith said lawsuits have been 
an obvious by-product of family 
entertainment centers as the 
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facilities continue to increase in 
popularity. 

“I would say that within this 
industry there are literally thou- 
sands of lawsuits,” Smith said. 
“Thousands upon thousands 
every month. I mean, how many 
family entertainment centers are 
there in the country now? And 
that’s growing weekly by big 
numbers.” 

Smith estimates that his com- 
pany insures about 200 family 
entertainment centers in the 
United States. “We get about 15 
calls a week. Three or four of the 
calls are actual facilities ready to 
open up.” 

Peggy Stewart, a representa- 
tive with the Chicago-based 
Rockwood Group, said her com- 
pany insures only two family fun 
centers. 

“It’s not a major part of our 
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business, but it is a growing 
industry,” Stewart said. “Particu- 
larly in our area.” 

Haas & Wilkerson Inc., an 
insurance company headquar- 
tered in a suburb of Kansas City, 
Mo., with offices in St. Petersburg, 
Fla., and St. Louis, Mo., insures 
over 100 family entertainment 
centers. 

“We have been in the business 
for 50 years,” noted Philip Coul- 
son, company president. “We 
understand the risks. Our compa- 
ny is instituting a new program to 
provide fast turnaround time and 
comprehensive coverage through 
A-rated companies. Our goal is to 
develop a permanent, long-term 
insurance facility for this class of 
business.” 

Some states require a mini- 
mum amount of insurance family 
fun centers must carry. Many

Operators 
generally request a certain level 
of liability insurance, usually 
based on the total of their invest- 
ments and assets. Insurance 
underwriters usually inspect the 
centers and assign amounts 
based on the risks they feel are 
involved.

“All of the insurance companies 
work differently,” Smith said. His 
company looks at three things: 1) 
the type of devices or rides; 2) the 
past history of the establishment 
or the operator; and 3) the loca- 
tion. 

Funland in west Chicago is one 
of the two family fun centers 
insured by the Rockwood Group. 
Its owner, Lauran Bromley, said 
the amount of liability insurance 
Should be at least enough to 
cover the operator's investment. 

“Today everyone is so sue 
happy,’ Bromley said. She advis- 
es other operators to purchase at 
least $500,000 worth of liability 
insurance to protect a $100,000 
investment. 

The owners of Chicago's Brick 
Yard Mall, where Funland is 
located, advised Bromley to get 
$5 million in liability coverage. 
“Had (their recommendation) 
only been $1 million,” Bromley 
said, “I would have gotten more.” 

Like other operators, Bromley 
has seen her insurance costs rise 
dramatically with the expansion 
of her center. After the addition 
of a $100,000 bumper car attrac- 
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tion, Bromley’s policy went from 
$8,000 to $16,000 a year. 

The soft play areas in family fun 
centers, which attract very young 
children, are one of the biggest 
concerns of the insurance compa- 
nies. This area might include a 
sea of balls, mazes, rope bridges, 
poles, and slides. 

“That is a major concern,’ 
Krueger said. “You get little kids 
running around with little or no 
parental supervision. I would 
think that would be a concern of 
the underwriters.” 

However, Bill Latvis of the soon- 
to-open Joker’s family entertain- 
ment center in Portsmouth, N.H., 
said his facility will have from one 
to four attendants assigned to the 
1,800-square-foot soft play area. 
He said children usually pay 
more attention to attendants than 
their parents. In his case atten- 
dants will be trained to watch for 
overcrowding.

“The area will be fenced off and 
ticketed separately so you don't 
have just anyone running through 
it,” Latvis added. 

Smith said attractions that are 
seen by the insurance companies 
as more dangerous than others 
are “typically activities where the 
patron has control (i.e. go-karts, 
bumper cars, or moon-walk type 
devices).” 
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“Anytime the public has control 
over the operation of the device, 
they're more hazardous,’ he said. 

Coulson pointed to the impact 
of safety standards in the go-kart 
industry: “Safety procedures and 
guidelines are being developed, 
including requirements for seat 
belts, helmets, guard rails, proper 
wheels, and signage that weren't 
there in the past. Plus, at a family 
entertainment center go-karts 
are not the driving force but are 
present with other attractions. As 
a result, people don’t tend to get 
as out of control as in a stand- 
alone go-kart track.” 

Some states, such as North 
Carolina, require operators to 
keep a minimum of a $300,000 
policy. 

Rippey said he is not sure how 
big of a policy he will take out on 
Jungle Rapids this year. “The best 
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thing to do is to try and cover 
yourself,” he said. “But the more 
insurance you have the more a 
lawyer is going to try and get. So 
you're damned if you do and 
damned if you don't.” 

Protecting one’s investment is 
likely the most important thing 
an operator can do. Last De- 
cember, a Chicago operator said 
a teenager was shot by a rival 
gang member in a vacant fun cen- 
ter there. Two months later, the 
operator was named in a lawsuit 
that alleged “lack of supervision” 
in the incident. 

For some owners of the smaller, 
family-owned facilities, insur- 
ance rates have become an unaf- 
fordable luxury. 

“There's no way I| can afford it. 
It would put me out of business,’ 
said one owner of a go-kart track 
in Houston. “I’ve been in this busi-

ness for 15 years and I’ve never 
seen it like this.” 

When shopping for insurance 
policies two years ago he was 
given one quote of $10,000 per go- 
kart, per year. The track owner 
said that was the last day he 
Shopped for liability insurance 
coverage. “I’ve got 16 (go-karts),” 
he said. “How am I going to afford 
a policy like that?” 

Mike Kerwin of GAMES Family 
Fun Center in Mukilteo, Wash.., 
views the insurance picture this 
way: [The fear of the unknown 
causes liability insurance to be 
astronomical. Once insurance 
companies become comfortable 
with the whole family entertain- 
ment center concept, the premi- 
ums will adjust accordingly.” [|

When in the course of human 
events it becomes necessary to 
pick one’s location, we have the 
inalienable right to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of property. Not 
all locations are created equal, 
however. Some locations are too 
small, too dark, or just plain 
dead. So what do you need to 
know to know where to be? 

The first thing you need to do is 


get a demographic study done of 


your prospective area. This dem- 


ographic study will tell you if 


there is a large population of chil- 
dren in the area, if the area can

places with lots of windows to 
keep your game room bright and 
happy. Happy, peppy people play 
a plethora of games. Corner spots 
or locations with windows at both 
ends provide a place for people to 
play in the sunshine and not fear 
a potential drug deal going down 
in the back room. 

Make sure you are in a high- 
traffic, high-visibility area with 
lots of parking available. If your 
location caters to children, make 
Sure you have controlled en- 
trances and exits so your bald, 
bouncing babies don’t leave with 
the wrong peppy parents. Keep in 
mind your build-out costs when 
looking for a location. Security is 
just the tip of the iceberg. You

Once you have decided on your 
perfect location, you should not 
plan a family amusement center 
less than 2,500 square feet. Any 
less and you'll feel cramped; it’s 
so difficult to play a game when 
you are standing on some poor 
child. If you are building a play 
park, you'll need a minimum of 
2,000 square feet. 

The types of locations that are 
most appealing to families with 
small children are airy, spacious 
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need to build a redemption 
counter, office space, technician 
Space, and storage. It can cost 
you between $15-$150 a square 
foot, depending on how much you 
put into themeing your palace for 
peppy players. 

Since we're on a money-spend- 
ing roll, let’s talk about rent: $13- 
$15 a square foot is about aver- 
age. Depending on your project- 
ed gross revenue, you may be 
able to spend a tad more. Some 
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locations in high tourist areas 
spend up to $1 million a month 
just to provide a place for tickled 
tourists to play. It is not recom- 
mended that you start that high! 
Look for something that will be 
about 15 to 20 percent of your 
annual gross revenue. While you 
may not be able to spend a mil- 
lion dollars a month, don’t fall for 
cheap rent traps. Dirt cheap rent 
is usually too good to be true. 
Dead malls sporting such “deals” 
suffer from the worst cancer 
known to operators—no cus- 
tomers. The disease is fatal. 

Family entertainment centers 
cannot cure the disease; don't be 
another victim. When renting, get 
a lease for at least seven years, 
with an automatic renewal clause 
so that if you want to sell your 
place the new owners don’t have 
to move to a new location. 

There's more money to be 
spent; you need to buy games! It 
costs approximately $4,000 per 
play station and each game needs 
about 40 square feet. About 75 
percent of your total location 
Should be redemption games. 
Contact a local operator or dis- 
tributor to get professional advice 
about what game mix is appropri- 
ate for your location. 

Since the location is one of the 
most important decisions you'll 
make for your family entertain- 
ment center, remember the 
words of every successful busi- 
ness owner: “Location, location, 
location!” (1) 
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What to expect from a demographic study 


Although you need to plan ahead 
before opening your family enter- 
tainment center, the good news is 
that you can hire companies that 
know how to help you plan. 

They do demographic studies to 
determine if your location is a good 
choice. Just because you saw hun- 
dreds of kids walking down the 
street, it doesn’t mean that this is a 
regular path for them. They could 
have been on a field trip visiting 
“the place where children have 
never visited before!” 

If you build your entertainment 
center at that location you could 
name it “that place where children 
never come again.” It’s obvious that 
you need a demographic study, but 
you may be asking, what exactly is 
it? 

A demographic study—also 
called a feasibility study—is a sur- 
vey of the area to determine if your 
location is a wise move or not. A 
demographic study is based on a 
20-mile radius and looks for factors 
such as schools, population of fami- 
lies, average income, and what the 
competition in the area is like. If 
the market is saturated, your store 
is dead in the water. 

The study also will look to see if 
your location has easy access from 
major roads, if it’s highly visible, if 
there is ample parking, what the 
neighboring businesses are, how 
your market relates to your prod- 
uct, if the location is the right size, 
and whether there are any compa- 
rable attractions in the area. 

Examples of comparable attrac- 
tions could include bowling cen- 
ters, ice skating rinks, roller skat- 
ing rinks, or other similar places 
that would draw people into the 
area. They will see your store and 
possibly visit it in the future. 

A feasibility study takes care of 
the details. Depending on how 
much help you want, companies 
that conduct such studies can find 
a location, help you with your game 
mix, and point you in the direction 
of a designer. 

A good study will provide a solid, 
reliable estimate on the dollar 
return per square foot that you can 
expect from your investment. This 
is valuable information—the bible 
for the rest of your planning. 

The figures should be broken 
down for each type of entertain- 
ment. For example, the study may 
say your video section will most 
likely earn $125 per square foot, 
redemption $110, play park $80, up 
to $250 for the food and party room, 
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and $75 for miniature golf. You can 
use these estimates to judge how 
much space you will allot to each 
type of entertainment in your cen- 
ter. 

Based on these projected earn- 
ings, the study will recommend a 
construction budget. These studies 
are good to show bankers and 
financial backers. The studies let 
others know how you want to invest 
their money. They give you peace 
of mind and give them an economic 
plan. 

To paraphrase a study: Company 
X identified three types of cus- 
tomers that will frequent ABC, an 
18,000-square-foot location in a 
mall next to the food court. The 
first group is teens, aged 12-20. This 
group will have the highest atten- 
dance rate because they have the 
most free time and can provide 
their own transportation. 

The second group is aged 7-11; 
their attendance is based on their 
parents’ availability because they 
need parental supervision and can- 
not provide their own transporta- 
tion. 

The third group, aged 25-45, gen- 
erally can attend only during lunch 
hours and after work. The study 
suggests that while the teenage 
market may account for as much as 
25 percent of attendance, with the 
proposed game mix, a clean and 
orderly operation, and a quality 
design, the majority of support will 
come from the family portion of the 
market. 

Company X suggests that most of 
the customers will be from middle 
and upper-middle class households 
that live within five to 10 miles of 
the entertainment facility. Results 
of customer surveys conducted by 
the mall agree with this study—this 
is just a small sampling. Remem- 
ber, economic consultants are your 
friends. 

The question now, of course, is 
how do you find the right compa- 
ny? Your local distributor may be 
able to point you in the right direc- 
tion. Trade associations are anoth- 
er source. The International Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks and 
Attractions (LAAPA) has a listing of 
companies that may help. You can 
reach them at (703) 836-4800. Also 
contact the International Family 
Entertainment Center Association 
(IFECA) at (205) 520-5358. 

Don’t let anyone talk you out of a 
feasibility study, not even you pock- 
etbook. Save yourself a lot of 
heartaches by planning ahead. 
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Redemption: 


getting started 


n this month's column we will dis- 
cuss some alternatives in incor- 
porating redemption into a street 
location. The three programs we 
will highlight all have their own 
specific advantages and disad- 
vantages. 

1. Location-owned and operat- 
ed: While this alternative may 
seem more profitable to the loca- 
tion’s management, it probably 
isn’t. Setting up and operating a 
successful redemption center is 
not for the light-hearted; it 
requires more time and effort 
than it might appear.

redemption center is not for the light- 
hearted.” 
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A well-run redemption opera- 
tion is the equivalent of being in 
both the game and retail busi- 
nesses simultaneously. It requires 
the expertise, experience, and 
management skills associated 
with both. The location owner 
who decides to own and operate 
his own game room must realize 
that he is now in another busi- 
ness. 

The list of areas that a location 
owner must be involved with is 
lengthy. They include equipment 
selection, purchasing, mainte- 
nance, payout, rotation, disposi- 
tion, security, earnings, legality, 
merchandise selection, display, 
inventory, ticket value, assign- 
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ment, promotions (birthday par- 
ties, special events, token use, 
voucher systems, VIP clubs, data 
base mailing lists, etc.), rev- 
enue/expense projections, and 
facility design and appearance. If 
a location owner is not willing to 
commit to all of these areas, he’d 
do better to look into option num- 
ber two. 

2. Joint venture: After careful 
analysis, most location owners 
will find it to their advantage to 
work with a professional amuse- 
ment vending company. For this 
type of arrangement to work, it is 
vital for it to be a win-win situa- 
tion for both. 

In a joint venture arrangement, 
responsibilities generally fall into 
three categories: location's, ven- 
dor’s, and shared. Here's a look 
at the three divisions of responsi- 
bility: 

a) Location—Since redemption 
is primarily a retail business, the 
arcade facility must reflect an 
atmosphere which will attract 
customers and promote repeat 
visits. In most cases, the facility 
must be modified to accomplish 
this. The expense for these 
changes is the responsibility of 
the location owner. Renovations 
can range from minor to major 
and often include structural, dec- 
orative, and lighting changes at 
least. Neon is popular because of 
the “flash” it provides. Input from 
the operator “partner” should be 
expected during the planning of 
the project as to equipment selec- 
tion, placement, and special 
needs. Some location owners con- 
sult an architectural or design 
firm as well. 
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b) Operator—He is responsible 
for the selection, purchase, place- 
ment, and routine ongoing main- 
tenance of all equipment. He will 
be expected to have equipment in 
top working order. 

c) Shared—These responsibili- 
ties include several start-up and 
ongoing costs such as display 
showcases, merchandise, tickets, 
tokens, signs, inventory control 
devices, printing, and employee 
salaries. Employees are trained 
by the operator and supervised 
by the location. 

In a joint venture, everything is 
operated and managed by the 
operator, leaving the location 
owner to manage his own busi- 
ness. The lion’s share of both the 
risk and the expense rests with 
the operator and should be con- 
sidered when negotiating the rev- 
enue sharing arrangement. 
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3. Leasing space: Leasing space 
in a street location is not a new 
idea. Many locations, bowling 
centers in particular, routinely 
have leased pro shop, snack bar, 
and lounge space as a guaran- 
teed source of revenue. Although 
leasing space is not a typical 
arrangement for amusement 
games, the redemption concept is 
by no means traditional and 
should be considered on its own 
merits. This might be considered 
in lower traffic volume locations 
where, under normal circum- 
stances, a costly redemption op- 
eration might not be attempted 
by either the location or the oper- 
ator. 

Under this type of arrange- 
ment, the location would exclu- 
sively lease a portion of its facility 
to an operator, who would be 
responsible for all of the costs 


that would normally be shared 
under a joint venture. The advan- 
tage to the operator would be 
keeping 100 percent of the rev- 
enue. This incentive could entice 
him to place more costly and 
elaborate equipment. The advan- 
tage for the location is guaran- 
teed cash flow. A well-run game 
room also will provide new 
sources of revenue, since the 
location will be able to aggres- 
sively market its primary busi- 
ness to increased traffic flow. 

The end result of any of these 
scenarios is a win-win situation 
for all concerned when done 
properly. LJ 
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FECs: what are 
they really about? 


Imost half of my company’s busi- 
ness now comes from family 
entertainment centers. At Alpha- 
Omega Amusements & Sales we 
operate redemption, video, pin- 
ball, and novelty games plus kid- 
die rides in 23 family entertain- 
ment centers. We have sold, 
leased, and set-up redemption 
and other types of coin-op games 
in many more FECs. In addition, I 
have consulted for perhaps 
another 20 FEC owners, all during 
this past year. You would have to 
agree that “business is booming” 
and FECs are where it’s happen- 
ing. 

Why then are many coin 
machine operators not getting 
involved in FECs? The answers 
are simple: 1) you need to under- 
stand redemption machines— 
which ones are good investments, 
how to set the correct ticket pay- 
out percentages, etc.; 2) redemp- 
tion equipment is expensive— 
$4,300 per player station on aver- 
age; 3) repairing redemption 
games takes a much greater 
effort—frequent service, more 
attention to details; and 4) most 
operators have become lazy. 

These are the reasons why 
some operators are getting all the 
FEC business and will continue to 
do so, while the majority of oper- 
ators simply sit on the sidelines. 

Perhaps if more operators 
understood what FECs are and 
what it takes for one to be suc- 
cessful, they would include FECs 
in their location mix. So let’s get 
educated. 


Defining FECs 

What is an FEC? My definition 
is a facility with more than one 
attraction, where groups of peo- 
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ple (usually family members) go 
to spend some time (usually two 
to two-and-a-half hours) on a 
repeat basis. 

I may not have covered all the 
bases here but I don’t consider an 
amusement park, an arcade, a 
movie theater, a bowling center, 
or even a large arcade with rides 
in a tourist area (boardwalk) to be 
an FEC. A real FEC needs to have 
enough attractions to fulfill a two- 
hour leisure experience for fami- 
ly members. And it must be clean 
and well managed. 

What do I consider to be attrac- 
tions? Food and party rooms also 
count as an attraction. Carnival 
rides, soft play areas, lazer tag, 
batting cages, miniature golf, 
bowling, bumper cars/boats, and 
roller skating are all considered 
attractions. 

I do not consider coin-op 
games to be a real attraction, 
even though they must be adver- 
tised as an attraction. I never 
count on a family deciding to go 
to an FEC just because they all 
want to play the games. They go 
to an FEC for the other attrac- 
tions and play the games because 
they are there (impulse). 

Now don't get the idea that I’m 
saying the games are not impor- 
tant to an FEC. They are very 
important and earn between 30- 
40 percent of the total FEC 
income. My most profitable FECs 
generate one-third of their 
money from the games (which 
they split with my company) and 
work hard to make sure that the 
other two-thirds come from their 
other attractions. 


Signs of trouble 
A sure sign that an FEC is 
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heading into financial trouble is 
when the games start to make a 
higher percentage of the total 
revenue, sometimes more than 50 
percent of the total business. This 
happens when the customers tire 
of the other attractions in the 
facility and the owners do not 
change or update the attractions 
on a regular basis. 

Although my company’s games 
continue to gross good numbers 
for a short time longer, from 
experience I know it will not con- 
tinue long term since the FEC will 
not survive. When this happens 
and the cheap owner screams 
that he wants more of the latest 
and newest games, my response 
is: “I seem to be doing too good of 
a job with the games. What are 
you doing to hold up your end of 
the deal? Isn't it about time you 
bring in some different attrac- 
tions and invest in some new 
equipment?” 


A real FEC needs to have 
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Some heed the warning while 
others blame their shortcomings 
on the games, which they expect 
will be the backbone of their busi- 
ness. Too bad, another FEC goes 
down the tubes. 

One important thing to remem- 
ber about FECs and the family 
leisure experience: each section 
of the country has a built-in 
spending per capita that people 
are used to spending for a two- 
hour leisure experience. I com- 
pared the cost of going to a 
movie, bowling, and attending an 
FEC and came up with an aver- 
age. 

Let’s use $9 per capita. This 
means that each person (on aver- 
age) who goes to an FEC, spends

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only $9, and has a good time in 
that two-hour period, has a 95 
percent chance of coming back 
again. 


Perceived value 

That is what FECs are all 
about—VALUE. It’s up to the 
owner (and game operator) to 
make sure that the customer per- 
ceives a great value. This is 
where discount packages for par- 
ties, groups, and even value pack- 
ages come into play. This is why 
operating the games and attrac- 
tions on tokens is a MUST. 

How does an FEC get a cus- 
tomer to perceive value? 
Everyone wants a good deal. With 
all the competition for the leisure 
dollar, an FEC with multiple 
attractions can give its customers 
a great value that others, such as 
Discovery Zone and Leaps and 
Bounds, can’t compete with. Even 
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if your FEC caters to children 
aged two to 12, you can package 
rides, games, and other attrac- 
tions that give the customer 50 to 
100 percent more for their 
money. 

For example, in a smaller FEC 
with two rides, games, and soft 
play, make a package for $5.95 
that includes: soft play (value $4), 
three ride tokens (value $3), 10 
game tokens (value $2.50), and 
cup of soda (value $1). Total value: 
$10.50. 


Remember when I stated that 
the games in an FEC should do 
one-third of the revenue? This 
means that one-third of the $9 
per capita spending should go 
into the games, or $3 per person. 
This is what I look for in each FEC 
I set up. It also means that $6 will 
be spent on the other attractions 
(including food). Of course, your

Check the competition 

Another factor to take into con- 
sideration is competing leisure 
time alternatives. In a small town 
where there isn't any competi- 
tion, it is possible to have an FEC 
with few attractions and still 
many people hang out there for 
two or more hours. 

On the other hand, if there are 
many close by attraction alterna- 
tives, your FEC may not have 
enough to hold customers for the 
full two to two-and-a-half hours. 
They may take their per capita 
money and spend some of it else- 
where and your games will not 
get the $3 per capita that you 
expected. 

How many games does an FEC 
need? I try to estimate what the 
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total revenue of an FEC will be 
per week and figure that my 
games will generate one-third. I 
take this figure and use an aver- 
age of $200/week per game to 
determine the number of games 
needed. 

Of course, you also need to use 
a figure of $4,300 per game to see 
how much money you will be 
spending on games for this FEC. 
Use a figure of 50 square feet per 
game (if half the games are 
redemption). Make sure that 
there are enough attractions in 
the FEC for customers to use one 
to one-and-a-half hours of their 
time for those attractions and 
have at least one-half hour or 
more remaining in which to 
spend $3 on your games. 


Debunking a myth 

Redemption manufacturers say 
that their games never need to be 
rotated; just keep changing the 
merchandise. This is a myth that 
has been spewed forth about 
redemption for so long that even 
today most operators believe it is 
true. 

Just take a look at all the great 
new redemption games that have 
been manufactured in the last 
two years and you must realize 
that these new redemption 
games are killing the older mod- 
els. Only Skee-Ball remains on 
location and continues earning its 
keep. 

Redemption games need to be 
rotated, but at a slower rate than 
videos. I try to change one or two 
redemption games in each loca- 
tion with 12 or more on average 
every month (not counting Skee- 
Ball. And that means spending 
money to keep making money. 


Party on 
What about parties and 
groups? How important are they? 
Parties and groups are very 
important to an FEC and often 
generate up to 40 percent of the 
revenue (with discounted game

tokens included). I would not con- 
sider putting my games into an 
FEC that does not make a huge 
commitment to doing birthday 
party and group events. 

The real purpose of parties is to 
give a large group of kids a taste 
of what your FEC has to offer so 
they will come back on their own, 
or have their own parties there 
and bring in other kids to get a 
taste. 


ing around playing basketball or 
pinball). The balance of the week- 
ly gross of the FEC must come 
from walk-in traffic. 

Take a look at the accompany- 
ing chart: “50 Ways to Lose Your 
Guests.” It was put together for a 
seminar I presented at Leisure 
Expo ‘94 with Randy White of 
White Hutchinson Entertainment 
Group. We came up with 160 
ways initially, so you can see it is

There is not much bottom line 
profit on parties, but it is the con- 
cept of getting a repeat customer 
that will spend the per capita 
each time they visit. Groups help 
bring in business during the week 
as do parties. Deep discounting is 
usually a means of getting week- 
day business. 

An average FEC should be able 
to do 100 parties per week with a 
least 10 kids per party. That’s 
1,000 kids spending $8 to $10 
each. Let’s hope that the games 
get one-third of that money plus 
some additional revenue from the 
parents who brought the kids to 
the party (example: fathers hang- 


much easier not to have a long 
lasting FEC than it is to have a 
successful one. 

Let me say that if you stick to 
sound business practices and 
keep the words change, value, 
and customer service in mind 
every minute of every day, your 
FEC can be very successful. As 
always...keep cranking! 0

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NANI ready to 


take off in Ohio 


reliminary plans for the National 
Amusement Network Inc. (NANDJD), 
which could soon revolutionize 
the nation’s coin-op industry, 
were Outlined at the Ohio Coin 
Machine Association’s 20th An- 
niversary Exposition in Columbus 
May 20-21. 

More than 300 operators, man- 
ufacturers, exhibitors, speakers 
and guests attended this year’s 
expo and trade show. Fifty-one 
operating companies, 69 exibi- 
tors, and 17 manufacturing com- 
panies were represented. 

“It was a resounding success,” 
said Paul Corey, OCMA execu- 
tive vice president. “Because of 
the special interest that the oper- 
ators showed in the new ideas, 
like NANI.” 

NANI, often referred to as an 
information superhighway, is a 
project that will soon link the 
country’s coin-op games via a 
computerized network. NANI is 
set to get started in a 90-day test 
market in Ohio, followed shortly 
by a similar test in Kansas. 

The first game set to go on line 
in January will be 50 units of NBA 
JAM Tournament Edition. 

“The test market is going to run 
for 90 days during which time we 
will gather information on our 
successes and our failures,” 
AMOA President R.A. Green III 
said. The 90-day time period, he 
said, will give operators a chance 
to fine tune the program. 

To simplify what many see as a 
complicated matter, Green com- 
pared NANI to an ATM machine 
at a bank. “The only thing you 
people are looking at today is 
credit card technology applied to 
a video game,’ Green said. 

NANI, owned by AMOA and the 
Canadian-based TVphone Inc., 
was established to manage the 
interactive network’s business 
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activities. TVphone owns patents 
and other intellectual property, 
including the specifications for 
electronic games of skill. 

NANI and Electronic Data 
Systems (EDS) Corp., of Dallas, 
have entered into a 10-year 
agreement that creates a strate- 
gic relationship designed to 
accelerate and expand the devel- 
opment and implementation of a 
nationwide interactive, digital 
multimedia network. 

The network will link more 
than 100,000 game terminals 
throughout the U.S. and, later, 
Canada and Mexico—within 
three to five years. It will give 
operators the ability to expand 
their businesses to include net- 
worked games for local, state, 
regional, and national tourna- 
ments. Although the project 
starts with video games, NANI 
envisions the inclusion of pinball, 
darts, and pool tables down the 
road. 

EDS, a subsidiary of General 
Motors, employs more than 70,000 
in 30 countries. The largest pri- 
vate digital network, it posted 
revenues in 1993 of $8.6 billion. 

Proponents of NANI say the 
program is vital if the coin-op 
industry is to survive in a world of 
new competing formats and new 
deliveries of entertainment 
through sattelites, cable, and tele- 
phone lines. 

“This program places our 
industry on an equal footing with 
our competition,” Green said. 
“We believe the AMOA has a 
responsibility to assure that its 
members are allowed to play an 
influential part in the new com- 
mercial amusement and enter- 
tainment arena.” 

During a program on NANI at 
the OMCA show one speaker 
read a quote from a recent Wall 
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Street Journal describing NANI: 
“A reality rather than a vague 
abstraction on the information 
superhighway, this first-of-a-kind 
network will apply today’s and 
tomorrow's technology to the 
amusement industry.” 

Many believe that the best part 
of NANI is its potential to gener- 
ate more money from corpora- 
tions which will “buy time” on 
game screens for advertising and 
couponing strategies. For in- 
stance: say Nike wants to target 
market a particular type of tennis 
Shoe for 10 to 15-year-old boys. 
The machine will have the ability 
to decide whether or not it will 
show the player an advertisement 
and/or issue the player a coupon 
for the tennis shoes. 


"It was a resound- 
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When the player walks up to a 
game he can do as he always 
does: put in 50 cents and play 
against the game. But he can 
forgo the “casual” mode and 
choose from the network menu. If 
it's his first time he will select 
“registration” and join the net- 
work. He will give his name, ad- 
dress, age, equipment prefer- 
ences, and other demographical 
data and receive a temporary ID 
card to begin network play (a per- 
manent ID card will be mailed to 
him). 

“One of the key design factors 
that was hammered home to us 
by all the operators was to not 
change the way the player inter- 
acts with the machine today,” an 
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Mark lorfida of Atlas Distributing by 
Data East's Royal Rumble and 
Premier's Rescue 911.

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EDS spokesman said. “That would 
defeat our purpose.” 

A player with a permanent ID 
card will swipe his card through 
the machine and select either 
“instant win” or “redemption” 
mode. This means he will play 
against the game and, depending 
on his score, receive the accom- 
panying prize. 

In addition to the tournament 
play potential, many attending 
the show believe the best part of 
NANI is the network's ability to 
show commercials and issue 
coupons. 

“For the first time, monies will 
be generated besides what the 
player puts in the coin slot,” 
Green said. “Someone swipes 
their card through, we know 
where they live, their age, etc.”

“NANT is not going to be manu- 
facturing games and we will not 
be buying and selling games,” 
Green said. “AMOA through 
NANI is doing nothing more than 
forming the network that will 
allow us as an industry to better 
market our products to the con- 
sumer.

“There is no doubt that there 
will be an electronic superhigh- 
way and it is clear entertainment 
will be a leading and dominant 
lane on that highway,” said 
Charlie Kandziolka, EDS account 
executive for NANI.

members are about to open their 
own ramp to that lane.” 

At least one operator at the 
show expressed concern over the 
additional costs of making the 
games network-aware and of 
computer training. 


“We believe the direction that 
the AMOA members are setting 
will clearly ensure their domi- 
nant role in the evolving enter- 
tainment industry,’ Kandziolka 
said “We are truly excited about 
the role they have asked us to 
play.” 

In other activities at the OCMA 
Show, a panel including John 
Nicastro Sr., WMS Gaming; John 
Glaser, IGT; and Bob Rondeau, 
Bally (retired), discussed gaming 
issues in Ohio and around the 
country. The OCMA has been 
exploring the possibilities of get- 
ting video lottery in the state. 
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The panel urged OCMA mem- 
bers to build coalitions with other 
groups—other gaming entities, 
such as race tracks—in order to 
build political power and pass 
gaming legislation.

“Cooperate with groups that 
are trying to get anything 
passed,” Glaser said.

Videos and pinball offer 
four times the adventure 


hether racing, role playing, fight- 
ing, or tracking down criminals is 
your specialty, the four games 
featured this month are bound to 
satisfy. Each offers a vastly differ- 
ent kind of adventure. 


Ridge Racer 


Theme: The race for the best 
virtual reality-type game is still 
on. Namco is pulling ahead with a 
racing simulator so real that 
actually driving a car is less real- 
istic. 

The competition takes place on 
a highway that loops through a 
large city and out to the coast. 
Twelve cars are involved, includ- 
ing the player’s own Rave War 
vehicle. Depending on the diffi- 
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culty level chosen, a certain num- 
ber of laps must be completed in 
the allotted time to progress on to 
the next round. 

All races take place on the 
same track, only the speed of the 
player’s car and the number of 
laps change from level to level. 
The object is simple: beat the 
competitors and finish the track 
before time is up. 

Graphics: I can only describe 
the techniques used to create the 
graphics; to truly understand and 
appreciate the visuals one must 
see the game. The most detailed 
polygon forms ever seen in a 
coin-op video game are right 
here. Namco’s own Starblade was 
impressive, but Ridge Racer sur- 
passes it. 

By a process called “texture 
mapping” game creators are able 
to detail the roads, mountains, 
clouds, and buildings with amaz- 
ing accuracy; the forms actually 
seem to have texture. The course 
winds through the city, passing 
rocky cliffs and an airport where 
planes are lifting off. There are 
two tunnels along the track that 
are illuminated from within, per- 
fectly mimicking the eerie glow of 
the fluorescent lights. 

Players drive past a beach with 
palm trees, sailboats, and a light- 
house. The view is in first-person 
perspective, as if sitting in the 
vehicle looking out. A distance 
progression map, as well asa 
timer, are located in the upper 
left hand corner of the screen; the 
speedometer is in the bottom 
right corner. Racing-themed 
games have been done in the past 
with bit, laser-disc, and polygon 
graphics, but none have achieved 
the capability displayed here. 
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Controls: The large one-player 
simulator has an adjustable seat, 
two speakers flanking the moni- 
tor, a six-speed shifter, a rubber- 
grip steering wheel, an accelera- 
tor, brake, and clutch pedals. 

Game Play: Once coins are 
inserted and the seat is adjusted, 
the player can select a skill level 
of novice, intermediate, advanc- 
ed, or time trials. Each succeed- 
ing level increases the top speed 
allowed and the number of laps to 
complete in the time frame. 

The music-select mode is next, 
with six available songs to choose 
from (via the shifter). Finally, 
automatic or manual transmis- 
sion can be chosen to determine 
the car’s acceleration. The player 
starts the race in last place and 
must catch up and pass the other 
eleven cars to achieve first place. 

Impact with road boundaries or 
other cars cause the player to 
temporarily lose control. Re- 
covery is quick and the game is 
not delayed unnecessarily. A heli- 
copter follows the progress of the 
race and can be seen occasionally 
from the road. If the player com- 
pletes the track in time, a replay 
is shown from the helicopter’s 
viewpoint. 

Overall, the reactions of the car 
to curves are realistic, requiring 
some countersteering to pull out 
of a spin. For Namco to release 
this game right after Suzuka 8 
Hours shows that the unexpected 
can happen. 


Dungeons & Dragons 
Tower of Doom 


Theme: The fantasy role-play- 
ing game from TSR has finally 
been done justice on the video 
screen in Capcom’s latest System 
II kit. Most people are familiar 
with Dungeons & Dragons, espe- 
cially video game players, be- 
cause the two forms of playing 
are quite similar. 

What sets role playing apart 
from simple board games is that

Their task is to 
liberate the normally peaceful 
Republic of Darokin from an 
assortment of creatures taken 
right out of TSR’s game. 

Corwyn Linton, a member of 
the inner council of Darokin, sus- 
pects there is more to the occu- 
pation of the republic than meets 
the eye. The Tower of Doom, 
located in the distance, seems to 
be the point of origin for the evil 
that has overtaken the republic.

Creatures encountered are 
detailed, just as they are in TSR’s 
Monster Manual, complete with 
weapons, fangs, claws, and other 
offensive body parts characteris- 
tic of the enemies. In general, 
graphics are pleasing if not much 
different from past Capcom 


games. On the other hand, it is 
the perfect format for a game of 
this sort because digitization or 
polygon forms would not be able 
to capture the painted look of the 
fantasy theme.

Controls: The two-player cabi- 
net makes use of a joystick and 
four buttons per character. The 
joystick allows the warrior to 
crouch, retreat, dash forward, 
and defend when the proper 
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Collected weapons or spells 
may be chosen with the yellow 
button. Items displayed at the 
bottom of the screen can be 
accessed with the green button. 
The cabinet features a large mar- 
quee and two speakers that face 
the player. 


Game Play: This aspect of the 
game wins the prize for best 
effort because the role-playing 
characteristics are most evident 
here. Once credits are given and 
a character is chosen, the com- 
puter allows the player to enter a 
name for his warrior, up to about 
ten letters. 

Each character starts out with a 
certain number of hit points and 
a particular experience level. The 
amount of hit points determines 
the length of the life meter at the 
bottom of the screen. The more 
hit points collected, the more life 
possible on the meter. Also, the 
player can use certain items as 
weapons, such as burning oil 
flasks, bows and arrows, or a 
hammer. 

Proper button manipulation is 
needed to access these weapons, 
as well as a good aim. Silver and 
gold pieces can be collected 
along the way to buy supplies at 
the random shops visited during 
the adventure. 
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There are hidden rooms to be 
found and traps to be avoided, 
treasures to unlock and magic 
scrolls to collect. Creatures 
match the role-playing game and 
include trolls, gnomes, ghouls, 
skeletons, and displacer beasts. 
Spells are also familiar: hold a 
person, continual light, magic 
missiles, and cloud kill. The best 
feature is the ability to choose a 
path to take when certain non- 
player characters offer new infor- 
mation. 

This game license opens the 
door for future themes and serves 
to re-introduce the idea of role 
playing to people who haven't 
tried it in a while. 


World Heroes 2 Jet 


Theme: A couple of months 
back, while reviewing another 
SNK title, I wished for a World 
Heroes 3. I got the next best thing 
with this enhanced sequel. The 
original World Heroes allowed the 
player to choose one of eight 
characters and traverse the 
globe, battling other warriors in 
their native countries until facing 
the body-morphing boss in the 
final round. 

The sequel, World Heroes 2, 
added six new characters, among 
them a pirate, an African mud- 
man, and a super-powered foot- 
ball player. The regular progres- 
sion matches could be chosen or 
a new ‘death match” in a ring 
surrounded by fire walls or elec- 
tric fences. Now in this latest out- 
ing, another two characters have 
been added with a change in 
game play. Once again, the 
theme is simply to win two of 
three matches per fight to 
progress to the next competition. 

Graphics: The style used in the 
first two games has been pre- 
served here, as well as the char- 
acter costumes and background 
scenery. Except for the two new 
entries, the only things that 
change are the attract mode 
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sequences and the beginning of 
each match right after the fight- 
ers are chosen. 

This gives the game a little 
more story instead of simply 
throwing two competitors into the 
ring. Since this game is not actu- 
ally another sequel, the small 
changes are all that’s needed to 
attract interest. 

Controls: A joystick and three 
of the four buttons on the Neo- 
Geo cabinet are used to control 
the fighters. As usual, the joystick 
allows forward movement, 
retreat or guard, and jump or 
Croucn.

Button A is a punch or weapon 
strike button; button B performs a 
kick. The length of time the but- 
ton is pressed determines the 
strength of the blow. Button C is a 
new function—the play dead 
ploy—which allows the player to 
fool the opponent into attacking. 
When the opponent is close 
enough, the player can use a spe- 
cial attack. This game is the king 
of energy attack moves and spe- 
cial techniques; the player should 
experiment with different control 
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manipulations. 

Game Play: The player has a 
choice of tournament play in vari- 
ous locales with three different 
competitors per three matches, 
or direct challenges with all the 
opponents around the world. 
Secondly, the player can choose 
which opponent he will fight in 
the direct challenge mode, even 
more than once if desired. 

From then on, the game play 
mimics the standard fighting 
game aspects. This series is per- 
haps the closest to the original 
Street Fighter II from Capcom but 
the characters make the game 
stand on its own. If fighting games 
are to be made, then sequels to 
established games is a logical way 
to go. 


Demolition Man 


Theme: The popular trend of 
movie licenses translating to pin- 
ball games continues with Wil- 
liams’ Demolition Man. Like the 
movie, pinball action takes place 
in the mid-21st century when the 
nation has found peace and 
friendship and the idea of murder 
has been forgotten. 

John Spartan, a member of the 
Los Angeles police department 
nicknamed Demolition Man 
because of his explosive rescues 
and arrests, is wrongly accused of 
causing the deaths of innocent 
people. His punishment: cryo- 
genic freezing in the late 20th 
century. Spartan’s arch-enemy 
Simon is actually responsible for 
the crimes and is frozen later for 
other reasons. 

Simon is awakened by the 
leader of the peaceful, now com- 
bined San Angeles Police 
Department to kill underground 
homeless terrorists who threaten 
the tranquil community. The lov- 
ing society turns out to be a fraud 
because the underground citi- 
zens are being starved and 
ignored. Simon the murderer is 
commissioned to kill them. 
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Once plenty of damage has 
been done in the peaceful com- 
munity, Spartan is awakened by 
the SAPD to stop Simon and 
expose the leader for his true self. 
The pinball takes the player 
through different rounds to cryo- 
freeze prisoners, apprehend 
Simon, and destroy the unstable 
new society. 

Features: The playfield resem- 
bles Williams’ earlier pinball, 
Terminator 2. The most notice- 
able feature is the two trigger 
handles raised above the glass, 
which substitute for flipper but- 
tons while enhancing the gunfir- 
ing aspect. These are more 
responsive than the flipper but- 
tons themselves. 

The launch plunger is also a 
button used along with the trig- 
gers to operate an on-field claw. 
The cryo-freeze chamber from 


the movie makes the transition to 
pinball with the transport claw. It 
is located in the upper left corner 
of the field and rotates right or 
left with the respective triggers, 
releasing balls into chosen tar- 
gets by hitting the plunger button. 


hits the first car, which hits an 
SAPD car, and the result is a 
crash bonus. 

Game Play: The lack of popu- 
larity for the movie holds back 
the pinball’s interest a bit but the 
play and mechanical devices

The DCS sound system’s quali- 
ty is evident in the movie sound- 
track and voice digitization. The 
now standard dot-matrix display 
features scenes from the movie, 
which also appear in the video 
mode. 

Considering the theme, the 
pinball might not see the success 
it deserves. The movie dealt more 
with people fighting than with 
vehicles or machines, which are 
much easier to duplicate. As a 
playing experience, however, it’s 
a worthy game. ||

Investing for income, 
growth, or security 


his is a tax column. As a result, 
when readers call me to consult, 
taxes—usually centering around 
transfer/succession/estate plan- 
ning—are at the center of the 
stage. Almost all of the callers are 
business owners. Sure they want 
to save taxes, but they continually 
bombard me with questions about 
cost cutting, revenue enhance- 
ment, and compensating key peo- 
ple. You name it. Sometimes I 
can help, but usually I must refer 
the caller to a specialist. 

Can you guess what the run- 
away request for non-tax help has 
been through the years and still is 
today? Hands down, it is, “Irv, 
how do I invest my ...?” Listen up! 
Here's the order in which most 
business owners fill in that all- 
important blank: (1) pension plan, 
profit-sharing plan, 401(k) or IRA; 
(2) surplus corporate funds; and 
(3) personal investment funds. 
Often the funds belong to mom or 
dad, the kids, a trust, or an estate. 

Until recently, I, like many of 
the readers and callers, did not 
know where to turn. But while 
attending an investment seminar 
in October 1993 I met one of the 
speakers, a man named Adrian 
Day. Of course, I had known of his 
reputation and had read his 
newsletter for a number of years. 
After a three-hour meeting (we 
had dinner together) following 
the seminar and studying his 
material and track record, I 
made the best investment of my 
life: On Nov. 17, 1993, my entire 
investment portfolio was trans- 
ferred to Adrian, giving him the 
sole authority to trade my 
account. 

Adrian manages five types of 
accounts, including Conservative 
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Global, Aggressive Global and 
gold resources, up 53 percent, 64 
percent, and 123 percent, respec- 
tively, in 1993. The other two 
accounts went up 57 percent and 
62 percent. 

But caution: past performance 
is never an assurance of future 
performance. 

How did my accounts do? Well, 
from Nov. 17, 1993 to Jan. 31, 1994, 
the value of my accounts went up 
an astounding 17.14 percent. This 
article was written on Feb. 13, 
1994. ‘Nuff said. 


Taking your spouse to the 
next convention? 


Most trade associations design 
their annual conventions to be a 
combination of business and plea- 
sure, with spouses accompanying 
the business member of the fami- 
ly. Well, the new tax law—starting 
in 1994—changes the deduction 
rules of the game. 

Here’s the story. Under the old 
law, you could write off the costs 
of bringing your spouse (or any 
other family member) on a trip if 
this was a bona fide business pur- 
pose for your spouse’s presence. 
For example, when the president 
of Walt Disney Productions took 
his wife with him on a three- 
month business trip around the 
world, her travel expenses were 
allowed as a business expense. 
Why? Because his wife’s presence 
at film showings, social gather- 
ings, and meetings with the press 
and the public enhanced the 
company's family image. 

Well, here are the unwelcome 
new rules. No deduction is al- 
lowed for your spouse's travel 
expenses unless (1) there is a 
bona fide business purpose for 
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your spouse’s presence (same as 
the old rule); and (2) your spouse 
is also an employee of your busi- 
ness. The same rules apply to 
your dependents or any other 
person accompanying you on a 
business trip. 

The Disney example would 
flunk under the new law, unless 
the president's wife worked for 
the company. So here’s the tax- 
Saving move to remember: put 
your spouse on the payroll and 
pay a salary appropriate (what 
you would pay a stranger) for ser- 
vices actually rendered. Your 
Spouse must be a bona fide 
employee but is not required to 
be a full-time employee. 

Next, let’s explore a different, 
but very practical, fact pattern— 
you travel for valid business rea- 
sons and your better half just 
travels along. What are the tax 
rules? 


Sorry, you can’t deduct your 
spouse's travel expenses. But 
youll like this basic rule: you can 
deduct the same amount it would 
have cost you, just as if you had 
traveled alone. You are not limit- 
ed to one-half of the total expens- 
es. 

For example, the airlines often 
have a special deal if you travel 
with your spouse. You get a 
deduction equal to the fare for a 
single traveler. Or suppose you 
drive to a business convention. 
The entire transportation cost is 
deductible because the cost is the 
same whether you drive alone or 
not. 

Lodging expenses give you 
another tax break. You can 
deduct the costs of a single room. 
For example, if the charge for a 
single room is $100, and a double 
room costs $120, your deduction 
is a full $100.

Winning the tax transfer 
game 


We all wear many hats. This 
article is aimed at you if you wear 
two or more hats. At a mini- 
mum—to play this hat game—you 
must own all or part of a family 
business and be a father (or 
mother). Chances are you also 
are a wife (or husband) and a boss 
(to your kids in the business). And 
of course, like it or not, you wear 
a hat as a taxpayer. 

If you are typical, your most 
valuable hat and asset is your 
business. It represents pure 
wealth (in current dollar value) 
and produces a stream of income 
to support you (and probably 
other members of your family). 
But a portion of this pure wealth 
(which usually grows a bit in 
value each year) must someday 
go to the IRS (you know, that tax 
hat). 

Well, the rest of this article tells 
you about a wonderful tax case 
(TCM 1989-231, Docket No. 28151- 
85) and how we use it in our office 
to make business owners “happy 
hatters.” 

Here’s the story: Clara Winkler 
died, leaving stock in a closely 
held business to her children. 
Some of the stock was voting, 
some non-voting. The estate val- 
ued all the shares at $20 per 
Share. The IRS pushed for a $46 
value for the voting stock and $42 
for the non-voting stock. 

The Tax Court compromised in 
avery interesting way, valuing 
the voting stock at $38 per share 
(closer to the IRS’s figure) and the 
non-voting stock at $25 per share 
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(very close to the estate’s figure). 
Now, make sure you keep your 
eye on the ball—both the IRS and 
the court agreed on one thing: 
the non-voting stock had a lower 
value than their voting stock. 

Now here's how we have been 
using the Winkler case to keep 
you wearing the hats you want 
and shrink the cost of the tax hat 
(or sometimes even be able to 
toss it away—legally). Step 1: 
Recapitalize your corporation by 
turning in all of your voting com- 
mon stock and exchanging it for 
new voting common stock (say 
1,000 shares) and new non-voting 
common stock (say 99,000 shares). 
This transaction is tax free and 
works for S corporations, as well 
as taxpaying corporations. Step 2: 
Give the non-voting stock to your 
Children. Since it’s worth less 
than the voting stock, you can 
give more shares without owing 
any gift tax. 

Let’s look at how this strategy 
can accomplish many family-busi- 
ness goals. Dad can stay in con- 
trol of the business (owning only 
voting stock). The kids (whether 
in the business or not) can own 
own the non-voting stock (we use 
a buy-sell agreement to get all 
the stock into the hands of the 
business kids after dad and mom 
have passed on). The flexibility 
and possibilities are endless. 
Everyone—except the IRS— 
becomes a happy hatter.

More about meals 

and entertainment 
Every taxpayer loves to deduct 
meals and entertainment expens- 
es. But some recent tax law 
changes are still causing a great 
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deal of confusion. Picking up the 
tab for a meal or entertainment 
activity for a legitimate business 
associate—customer, prospect, 
supplier, etc.—does not automati- 
cally entitle you to a deduction.

Under the old law, 100 percent 
of a “quiet business meal” with a 
business associate could be 
deducted even though no busi- 
ness was discussed. According to 
the new rules, only 50 percent of 
a business meal—quiet or other- 
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wise—is deductible only if busi- 
ness is discussed before, after, or 
during the meal. It is essential 
that you document the nature of 
the business discussion. 

Here's another rule that causes 
problems: entertainment—a ball 
game, a play, fishing day, or simi- 
lar activities—done for only a 
pure business motive is never 
deductible as a stand-alone activ- 
ity. To make it deductible (50 per- 
cent of the expense), the activity 
must be preceded or followed by 
a bona fide business discussion. 

Let's put the two rules together 
and get two deductions for one 
meal. For example, Sam Seller 
takes Ben Buyer, a potential cus- 
tomer, to dinner. They talk busi- 
ness. Then they go to a hockey 
game. The business dinner did 
double duty. First, the meal is 
deductible (50 percent); there was 
a bona fide business discussion. 
Second, the cost of the game is 
deductible (50 percent); it was 
preceded by a business discus- 
sion. 

Make sure you and everyone in 
your company who engages in 
entertainment activities follow 
these rules to the letter. Get 
receipts and bills. Document the 
information needed to support 
the deduction as soon as possible.

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Troubleshooting 
flowchart redux 


his flowchart has been published 
previously in Play Meter. Since 
that time, a few additional com- 
mon failures have been showing 
up in the field. Changes have 
been made in the flowchart that 
will lead you to these new fail- 
ures. Specifically, there are a cou- 
ple of components in the horizon- 
tal deflection section that short- 
circuit and blow the fuse in the 
monitor.

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We'll get to those failures in a 
moment but before we do, let’s 
take a brief look at the horizontal 
deflection circuit and how it oper- 
ates. Perhaps even more impor- 
tant, we'll look at how to trou- 
bleshoot this circuit when it fails. 

A failure in the horizontal 
deflection circuit can be difficult 
to figure out because the monitor 
will probably appear to be com- 
pletely dead. The characteristic 
high pitched squeal of a function- 
ing monitor will be missing and 
there will be no picture or bright- 
ness of any kind on the screen. 
That's because the horizontal 
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deflection circuit is used to drive 
the high voltage unit. Without 
high voltage, there is no picture 
at all. Also, since the CRT heaters 
are powered by a winding on the 
flyback transformer in the high 
voltage unit, there is no orange 
glow in the neck of the picture 
tube. 

Then again, most horizontal 
deflection failures will blow the 
fuse and shorted components are 


usually pretty easy to find. Read 
on, warrior. 
The horizontal 
deflection circuit 

The horizontal deflection cir- 
cuit is similar in most monitors; in 
fact, it is almost identical in just 
about every video game monitor 
in use today. Inside an IC on the 
monitor’s printed circuit board, a 
circuit known as the “horizontal 
oscillator” is used to generate an 
alternating current signal of 
approximately 15,750 Hertz.

still very weak at this point (only 
about 1.5 VAC); it has to be ampli- 
fied. 

The output of the horizontal 
oscillator is connected to the 
input of the horizontal drive tran- 
sistor where it is amplified to 
obtain an output of around 100 
VAC. A small transformer (ap- 
propriately called the horizontal 
drive transformer) is used to 
change this output into a high 
current AC signal that drives the 
horizontal output transistor. 

The horizontal output transis- 
tor is the hardest working tran- 
sistor in the monitor. All the cur- 
rent for the horizontal deflection 
coil in the yoke and the flyback 
transformer in the high voltage 
unit passes through the horizon- 
tal output transistor. In fact, 
approximately 80% of the power 
consumed by a video game moni- 
tor is controlled by the horizontal 
output transistor. 

Troubleshooting horizontal 
failures 

If the monitor has a blown fuse, 
chances are excellent that the 
horizontal output transistor has 
shorted. You can check it with 
your digital multimeter. Set the 
meter to the diode test setting. If 
your meter does not have a diode 
test, use a low resistance scale. 
Remove the power to the moni- 
tor. Ground the black meter lead 
to the chassis and touch the red 
meter lead to the collector of the 
horizontal output transistor. If the 
meter displays a low resistance 
or short circuit, you’ve found the 
culprit. A bad high voltage unit 
also may cause the fuse to blow. 
In fact, the horizontal output 
transistor and high voltage unit 
will often fail together (the bad 
high voltage unit having caused 
the transistor to fail). 

The latest failures to show up in 
Wells-Gardner’s K7000 series are 
two capacitors in the output stage 
of the horizontal deflection cir- 
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cuit. They are C36 (the retrace 
tuning capacitor) and C38 (the 
yoke coupling capacitor). 

I’ve had a couple of people 
refer to C36 as a “safety capaci- 
tor.” That is not the correct term 
for this component. It’s actually 
called the “retrace tuning capaci- 
tor.” I’m certain the reason for 
this misnomer is that Wells- 
Gardner notes this component on 
the schematic diagram as a “safe- 
ty critical component” by mark- 
ing it with an exclamation point 
within a triangle. Someone said 
they read the term somewhere. I 
assure you that there is no such 
thing as a “safety capacitor” (at 
least, not in a monitor, anyway). 

Retrace tuning is what this 
capacitor does. When the beam is 
at the right edge of the CRT, the 
horizontal output transistor is 
turned off. This cuts off the cur- 
rent flow into the horizontal 
deflection coil of the yoke. Left on 
it's own with a fully energized 
magnetic field, the yoke coil’s 
magnetic field quickly collapses. 
This collapsing magnetic field 
turns the coil into a generator; a 
generator that creates a high 
voltage spike (as high as 600-900 
volts). This charge is dumped into 
C36, quickly bringing the horizon- 
tal sweep back to the left edge of 
the picture. This is called the 
“horizontal retrace.” When the 
horizontal output transistor is 
turned back on, yoke coupling 
capacitor C38 dumps its charge 
through the yoke, moving the 
beams from left to right. 

That’s the way it’s supposed to 
work, anyway. Unfortunately, C36 
and C38 have been failing lately. 
When they fail, they short circuit. 
You can check these caps for 
Short circuits with your digital 
multimeter. On any resistance 
scale, the capacitors should both 
read “open.” You'll have to pull 
them out of circuit to be sure. The 
value of C36 is 6100 picofarads, 
1500 volts. This value may be a bit 
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different in your monitor due to 
changes in circuit design to 
accommodate different CRTs and 
horizontal scan rates. Also, some 
monitors use a capacitor with 
four legs instead of the normally 
found pair of component leads. If 
you are using a two legged 
replacement component, you ll 
need to add a couple of small 
jumper wires. The value of C38 is 
.39 microfarads, 200 volts. 

Fuse not blown 

Horizontal deflection problems 
that do not blow the fuse are 
somewhat more difficult to trou- 
bleshoot. There are a few things 
that can cause the horizontal 
deflection to become inoperative. 
One may have nothing to do with 
a horizontal failure at all! 

Most monitors include a circuit 
known as an “X-ray protector” or 
“high voltage shut-down.” The 
purpose of this circuit is to shut 
down the high voltage if it be- 
comes excessively high in volt- 
age. It does this by killing the hor- 
izontal oscillator circuit. This pre- 
vents the monitor from emitting 
excessive X-rays. 

To figure out if the horizontal 
deflection circuit is really defec- 
tive or if it has been shut down by 
the X-ray protector, you should 
start your troubleshooting by dis- 
abling the shut-down circuit. This 
will be different in each type of 
monitor, so here are some com- 
monly used video game monitors 
and the method of disabling the 
X-ray protector: 

Electrohome—remove transis- 
tor X701. 

Hantarex MTC 900—unsolder 
and lift one end of resistor R152. 

Hantarex MTC 9000—unsolder 
and lift one end of diode D10. 

Orion—unsolder and lift one 
end of diode D401. 

Sharp Image—unsolder and lift 
one end of diode D410. 

Wells-Gardner K4600 series— 
remove transistor TR353. 

Wells-Gardner K7000 series— 
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unsolder and lift one end of diode 
Di2. 

Note: Quite a few of the moni- 
tors use an HA-11235 integrated 
circuit for the horizontal oscilla- 
tor. Pin 9 of this IC is used for the 
shut-down input. If you see a 
zener diode connected to this pin, 
lifting either end of the diode off 
the board will disable the shut- 
down circuit. 

With the shut-down circuit dis- 
abled, apply power to the moni- 
tor. Ifthe monitor now gives you a 
picture, the horizontal circuit is 
working. Your problem lies else- 
where (probably in the voltage 
regulator circuit). 

If the monitor is still dead, you 
need to make a few more tests. 
Measure the voltage at the collec- 
tor of the horizontal output tran- 
sistor. It should be around +110 to 
+130 VDC. 
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WARNING: NEVER TEST THE 
VOLTAGE AT THE COLLECTOR 
OF THE HORIZONTAL OUTPUT 
TRANSISTOR IF THE HORIZON- 
TAL DEFLECTION CIRCUIT IS 
WORKING PROPERLY! 

This test should only be per- 
formed if the monitor is dead. If 
you hear the high pitched squeal, 
or if a neon lamp glows when 
held near the flyback transform- 
er, measuring the collector volt- 
age can damage your meter. 

If the collector voltage is miss- 
ing, there are only a few things 
that can be wrong. The most like- 
ly is a crack in the printed circuit 
board. Also, examine the solder 
joints around the high voltage 
unit. You may find some cracks 
or fractured solder joints. There 
is a highly remote possibility that 
the high voltage unit may be bad. 

The Wells-Gardner K4900 ser- 
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ies has a common problem with 
the jumpers that carry the +130 
VDC power supply around the 
perimeter of the board. One of 
the jumpers is located in the posi- 
tion on the board that is subject- 
ed to stress from the plastic clip 
that holds the board in place on 
the chassis. Removal and re- 
placement of the board can cause 
this jumper to break, cutting off 
the voltage to the horizontal out- 
put circuit. 

If the collector voltage of the 
horizontal output transistor is 
good, test the voltage at the col- 
lector of the horizontal drive 
transistor. If this voltage is miss- 
ing, the primary winding of the 
horizontal drive transformer or 
the resistor that is in series with it 
may be open. The resistor will 
generally be 5 watts at 2.2K to 
3.8K ohms. Check these with the 
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power turned off. Naturally, you 
want to check for bad solder 
joints here as well. 

If the collector voltage mea- 
sures at around 50 VDC, switch 
your meter to read AC volts and 
measure it again. If you read 
approximately 50 VAC, the hori- 
zontal drive circuit is probably 
working properly. Your problem 
is most likely an open secondary 
winding in the horizontal drive 
transformer or broken traces 
and/or bad solder joints between 
the output of the horizontal drive 
transformer and the base of the 
horizontal output transistor. 
There is a remote possibility that 
the horizontal output transistor is 
bad but this is highly unlikely. As 
the horizontal output transistor is 


often a specialized one (with an 
internal resistor and diode) the 
best test here is substitution with 
a known good component. 

If the collector voltage of the 
horizontal drive transistor mea- 
sures at +110 to +130 VDC, turn 
off the monitor and test the hori- 
zontal drive transistor. You must 
unsolder and remove the transis- 
tor from the printed circuit board 
to test it properly. Horizontal 
drive transistor failure is not too 
common, so don't be too hopeful. 

If the drive transistor tests 
good, re-install it, apply power to 
the monitor and measure the 
voltage at the base of the horizon- 
tal drive transistor. It should 
measure at around .4 VDC and 1 
VAC. If you have performed all 
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the previous tests and still 
haven't found the problem, it 
probably won't. You probably will 
measure 0 VAC. This means that 
you do not have an output from 
the horizontal oscillator in the 
integrated circuit. Before you 
declare the IC to be defective, 
you should test to make sure that 
the IC has power (Vcc) to it. Most 
of the time this will be around 12 
VDC. As before, this connection 
will vary from monitor to monitor. 
Here are some common monitors 
and the Vcc connection for each: 

Electrohome: IC501 Pin 6. 

Hantarex MTC 900: IC2 Pin 2. 

Hantarex MTC 9000: [C2 Pin 15. 

Orion: IC401 Pin 11. 

Sharp Image: IC401 Pin 11. 

Wells-Gardner K7000 series: 
IC2 Pin 16. 

Of course, any monitor that 
uses the same IC as those listed 
above, will use the same pin num- 
ber for the Vcc input. 

If the input voltage to the inte- 
grated circuit is okay, the IC itself 
may be defective. This is not a 
very common problem but at this 
point the IC should be replaced 
as you have all but eliminated 
everything else. If the Vcc power 
input to the integrated circuit is 
missing, trace the circuit back to 
see where it comes from. In gen- 
eral, the Vcc power for the IC 
comes from a 6.8K to 7.5K, 3-watt 
resistor that is connected to the 
+110 to +130 VDC power supply. If 
this resistor opens, it will cut off 
the power to the IC.

It amazes me how many techs— 
or so called techs—lack the one 
thing that is essential in trou- 
bleshooting any game: common 
sense. 

Let me give an example that 
took place in a 10,000-square-foot 
game center with over 125 of the 
newest games. I’m the tech and 
it’s a big job keeping all of the 
games operating properly. 

I could use some assistance. 
Enter the future game tech. 
Before I get into what happened, 
let me tell you a little bit about 
this future tech. He is in his mid- 
dle 30s, he’s been in the Navy two 
years specializing in electronics, 
and he’s taken electronics at a 
correspondence school. Now he’s 
ready to open his own business of 
repairing computers. 

Back to what happened: we 
approach a down redemption 
game. It has nine tri-color LED 
target displays for targets hit and 
a coin display. The game speaks 
with a squeaky voice that makes 
it one of the hotter pieces in the 
game center, so I'm anxious to 
find the problem. 

I notice that the displays have a 
lit frame of white lights around 
them that operate off of an 18-volt 
power supply; only three of the 
nine frames of lights are lit. The 
coin lights operate off of the +5 
volts. The game appears dead 
except for the marquee light—no 
speech and no attract lighting. 

I point out that it looks like a 5- 
volt power supply problem, since 
there aren't any flashing lights or 
LED displays lit and no coin 
lights. We open the back of the

game and see that the red LED on 
the switching power supply is not 
lit. I ask future tech to check the 
power supply to make sure. 
When I return about 30 minutes 
later, he is removing the push-on 
terminals from the on/off switch! 


Switching power is bad. After 
showing him how to change seven 
wires On a power supply, I return 
20 minutes later and he has it 
wrong. I have to show him what 
he did wrong and have him cor- 
rect it. After three hours of fid- 
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but it’s not impossible.” 





This switch is a double-pole, 
double-throw switch that discon- 
nects both sides (black wire and 
white wire) from the game and 
the wall power. After I assure him 
that I don’t think that’s it, he 
attempts to reconnect the four 
wires back onto the switch. I 
notice that he connects the wires 
wrong: black wire to white wire 
on both sets of terminals. I give 
him another opportunity to save 
face and admit his mistake by 
asking him if he’s sure it’s really 
right. He says he’s sure it’s right. 
Although I know that the black 
wire goes with the other black 
wire and the two white ones 
should be connected, I let him go 
ahead and plug the game into the 
wall. Of course, I shielded my 
face. 

The next instant I hear moans 
and groans from six people 
whose games have been “turned 
off” because of the wiring error. 
We correct the wiring error and I 
reset the breaker in the back 
room. We check the 5-volt power 
Supply and determine that the 
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dling with tech incompetence, the 
game is fixed—finally. 

Does it have to be this way? I'll 
admit that good help is hard to 
find, but it’s not impossible. My 
advice to anyone searching for 
help in a game room setting is to 
get a youngster just out of high 
school with common sense who is 
eager to learn about electronics. 
It may take a little while of hold- 
ing his hand, but he'll learn your 
way. Often, if you get a seasoned 
game tech with 100 years of expe- 
rience, you'll find he has his own 
way of fixing the problem (hint: 
it’s not the right way). 

Training someone to do things 
right the first time will make you 
much happier with your techni- 
cian. He'll know how to fix prob- 
lems your way—the right way. 
Another tip: don’t get some hot- 
Shot person with a two-page 
resume. Trust me, either way you 
will be doing a lot of hand-hold- 
ing. You might as well do it with 
someone who is willing to take 
your advice and learn. [|
